AMIDST WILD ENTHUSIASM 
GOVERNOR GIVES WELCOME 


Steady Stream of Veterans All Day 
Has Poured Into Richmond—The 
Mayor Welcomes the Visitors 
in Able Address—Every 

) seat Filled. 


Richmond, Va., May 30.—With the larg- 
est number of confederate veterans gath- 
‘ered together since the war, and the 
vast horse show ‘building, in which the 
convention was held, beautiful with flags 
am? bunting and portraits of the lead- 
ere of the confederacy, the seventeenth 
annual reunion of the Confederate Veter- 
ans began here this morning under the 
most auspicious conditions. 

Since early morning, a steady stream 
of veterans has been pouring into the 
building and when, at ten o'clock, Gen- 
eral Stith Bolling, acting temporarily 
for General Lee, called the convention 
to order, almost every chair in the Duild- 
ing was occupied and the benches around 
the sides of the hall were filled with the 
surviving remnants of the glorious army 
of the confederacy. . 

Rev. J. William Jones. 

General Bollling introduced Rev, J. Wi- 
liam Jones, chaplain general of the 
grand camp, who presented Rev. Dr. J. J. 
Gravatt, of this city, and the latter of- 
fered the opening prayer. 

Governor Swanson, of Virginia, amid 
the wildest enthusiasm, welcoméa the 
woterans to the Old Dominion. 

Mayor MicCarthy, of Richmond, wel- 
comed the visitors to the city which 
forty-five years ago they defended 
Against the armies of Burnside, Pope, 
McClellan, Sheridan and Grant. 

B. B. Morgan, of the local camp of 
@ons of Veterans, added the welcome 
of those he represents to the welcomes, 
which already had been expressed. 

General Bolling introduced the com- 
manser-in-chief of the Confederate Vet- 
erans, General Stephen D. Lee, and the 
old soldiers rose to their feet and re- 
ceived him with the utmost enthusiasm. 
General Lee assumed the gavel of the 
i presiding officer and delivered his an- 
nual address. 

He said, among other things, that the 
coming of a confederate to Richmond 
was like the return of ,a long-abseac 
child to its mother—that Richmond is 
to the confederate what Calais was 10 
that French prince, who compelled to live 
in England, said: ‘When I die, you will 
find engrawed on my heart the one word, 


Calais.’ ” 
At noon the first session of the reun- 


fon adjourned for the veterans to take | 


part in the unveiling of the equestrian 
statue of General J. E. B. Stuart, erect- 
ed by the Cavalry Association of the 
army of northern Virginia, 

The parade inctdent to this ceremony 
started at 2 p. m., and was a brilliant 
pageant. The weather was beautiful, and 
the display was witnessed by a vast 
concourse, estimated to number 75,000 to 
80,000. 

150,000 People. 

The people were packed along the 
whale course of the parade. a distance 
of about two miles, on the sidewaks, on 
the porches and in the windows of the 
buildings on oth sides of the street. 

T%e whole number in line and on the 
sidewalks is estimateg at from 125,000 
to 150,000. There are about 10,000 acft- 
val veterans in the city. Of Sons of Vet- 
erans and other auxiliary bodies, mill- 
tary and so on, there are about 20,000, 
and in addition to these there are about 
20.000 visitors drawn hither by the re- 
umion ceremonies. 

At the head of the unveiling parade 
rode Governor Swanson and his staff. 
Than in a carriage came the sponsor-in- 
chief of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans with her maids of honor and next 
in line was the Seventieth Virginia Reg- 
iment. Next came the Richmond ight 
Infantry Blues battalion, resplendent in 
its new dress-uniform, ani after the 
Rives. the carriages containing the spon- 
sor-in-chief of the Sons of Veterans and 
her mais of honor followed by thes 
marching Sons of Veterans, !ed by Com- 
mand@er-in-Chief Thomas S. Mwens, of 
Alabama and his staff. Then the veter- 
ans. the divisions indicating the states 
from which they hail, precedeq by Gen- 
eral S. TD. Lee, with his chief marshal 
and staff. The first body of veterans 
was the Cavalry Association of Virgin- 
fa and next came the Forrest Cavalry 
corps, under the leadership of General 
H. A. Tyler, of Kentucky. After For- 
rest’'s men in the line was the North Car- 
Olina Brigade, thirty-five hundred strong, 
and after North Carolina the South Car- 
Olina division, numbering two Thousand 
men. 

The West Virginia division was one 
of the most complete in line, and fol- 
lowing this body came the Virginians, 
who made their usual fine showing. 
A striking feature was a bocy of 
armed and uniformed veterans from 
Memphis, Tenn., who drilled according 
to old-time tactics. 

Richmond Howitzsers. 

Another striking feature was a turn- 
out of the famous Richmond Howitz- 
ers in full dress uniform and with the 
up-to-date equipment recently provided 
for them by the federal government.

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I Speech at Indianapolis He 
Declares No Ground Exists 
For Anxiety 
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JUSTICE TO BOTH 
RAILROADS AND PEOPLE 


Talk of Overcapitalization Greatly 
Exaggecrated—Federal Supervision 
of*Bond Issues and Publicity toe 
Prevent Stock Watering and 
Provide Money for Needs 
of the Hour. 


{ndianapolis, Ind., May 30.—(Special.) 
—President Roosevelt was the principal 
speaker here today at the Decoration 
day exercises and the unveiling of the 
Lawton monument. As was generally 
anticipated, the president took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to discuss ex- 
haustively the national railway sit- 
vation and to outline the administra- 
tion’s program of regulation and con- 
trol. 

The speaker was greeted by an 
audience of several thousand people 
from Indianapolis and the surrounding 
territory. Enthusiasm manifested itself 
in continous cheering, as the president. 
spoke in the most optimistic terms of 
the railway situation, declaring em- 
phatically that there was no occasion 
for alarm or uneasiness, and that the 
administration proposed holding the 
balance of justice exactly even as 
between the carriers and the people. 

The President’s Address. 


The text of his speech follows: 

“For morethan onereason Iam pecul- 
iarly glad that this year I speak on Me- 
morial day in the state of Indiana, There 
is not other class of our citizens to 
whom we owe so much as to tue vet- 
erans of the great war. To them it 
was given to perform the one feat with 
which no other feat can be compared, 
for to them it was given to preserve the 
union, Moreover, you men who wore 
the blue, blessed beyond the victors in 
any other war of recent times, have left 
to your countrymen more than the ma- 
terial .results of the trium more 
ever than _the achieving the 
self. 

“You have left a country so genuinely 
reunited that all of us now, in whatever 
part of this union we live, have a-right 
to feel the keenest pride, not only in the 
valor and self-devotion of you, the gal- 
lant men who wore the blue, but also 
in the valor and self-devotion of your 
gallant opponents who wore the gray. 


Completeness of Reunion. 


“The hero whose monument we today 
unvéfl, by his life bore singular testi- 
mony to the completeness of the re- 
union. General Lawton in his youth 
fought gailantly in the civil war. Thirty- 
three years afterward he again marched 
to war, this time against a foreign foe, 
and served with distinguished ability 
anrl success as a general officer, both in 
Cuba and in the Philippines. When he 
thus served it was in an army whose 
generals included not only many ‘of his 
old comrades in arms, but some of his 
‘old opponents also, as General Wheel- 
‘er and General Fitzhugh Lee. Under 
him, both among the commissioned of- 
ficers and in the ranks, were many 
men whose fathers had worn the blue 
serving side by side with others whose 
fathers had worn the gray; but. all 
Americans now, and nothing but Ameri- 
cang, all united in their fealty and de- 
votion to their common flag and their 
common country, and each knowing only 
the generous rivalry with his fellows as 
to who could best serve the cause for 
which each was ready to lay down life 
itself. To General ‘Lawton it befell actu- 
ally to lay down his life; a tragedy, but 
one of those noble tragedies where our 
pride rises above our sorrow. ror he 
died in the fullness of time, serving his 
country with entire devotion—a death 
that every man may well envy. 

“Indiana in the civil war furnished 
even more than her share of brave sol- 
diers. It also fell to Indiana to furnish 
the greatest of all the war governors 
who upheld the hands of Abraham Lin- 
coln; for when history definnely awards 
the credit for what was done in the 
civil war, she will put the services of no 
other civilian, save alone those of Lin- 
coln, ahead of the services of Governor 
Morton. No other man who rendered 
such services as he rendered worked 
under such terrible disadvantages; and 
no man without his iron power could 
have achieved what he achieved during 
the last two years of the war, when 
he managed the state government of 
Indiana solely on money obtained by 
pledging his own persona] honor and 
| personal fortune; and yet never for one 
‘moment relaxed in the help he gave to 
‘Lincoln and Chase and Sewarq and 
'Stanton in the cabinet, to Grant and 
‘Sherman and Sheridan and Thomas in 
(the field. It was work that only the 
i strongest man could have done, and it 
was work vitally necessary for the sake 
| of the nation to do. 
| Problems for Each Generation. 
' “The men of the generation whick 
‘fought the civil war had their great 
‘tasks to perform. They met them as 
‘strong men should have met them. 
| They did them, and we, their children, 
\profit by their mighty deeds. But no 
,generation can ever plead the great 
‘deeds of its predecessors as an excuse 
for failing to perform its own duties. 
Our duties are thoSe of peace and not 
of war. Nevertheless they are of the 
lutmost importance; of importance to 
| ourselves, and of still greater importance 
‘to the children who in a few years will 
take our places as the men and wom- 
@€n of this republic. If we wish to show 
ourselves worthy heirs of the men of 
the civil war, we must do our tasks 
with the thoroughness with which they 
did theirs. 

“Great social and industrial problems 
confront us, and their solution demands 
on our part unfaltering courage, and 
yet a wise, good-natured seif-restraint; 
so that on-.the one hand we shall 
neither be daunted by difficulties nor

GLOWING TRIBUTE PAID 
BY GOVERNOR :ANLE! 


Memory of Hero of the Philippines 
Is -Honored in Way That Was Be.- 
fitting—Roosevelt and: Party 
Given Rousing Reception 
by the tizens of 
Indiana. 


Indianopolis, Ind., May 30.—Pres!i- 
dent Roosevelt and party, accompanied 
by Vice President Fairbanks, arrived 
here today at 10:48 a. m. from the fu- 
neral of Mrs. McKinley to attend the 
ceremonies incident to the unveiling of 
a monument to Major General Henry 
W. Lawtcn,. 

The president’s car was attached to 
passenger train No. I}, on the Cleveland 
division of the Big Four, due at 10:50 
o'clock. The president and party were 
met at the Union depot by a large 
reception committee in carriages, at 
the head of which were Senators Bev- 
eridge and Hemenway and Representa- 
tive Overstreet. They were driven at 
once to the Fairbanks home, at 1522 
North Meridian street, where luncheon 
Wa: served. 

Vice President Fairbanks, Governor 
Hanley and Secretary Loeb rode with 
the president. At the depot and along 
Meridian sireet for two miles, crowds 
pressed against the street ropes. At 
Monument place, University square and 
St. Clair park; nearly 20,000. school 
children were massed to greet the presi- 
aent, Every building was decorated. 
The weather though Clouiy, wags cool 
and pleasant. 

In honor of Memorial day, all busi- 
ness was suspended, factories closed and 
schools were given a holiday. 

At the Fairbanks home the members 
of the reception committee were intro- 
duced to the president, after which he 
received the ministers of the city and 
members of the Thirteenth Indiana, 
iaw‘un’s regiment. 

Seated with the president and vice 
president at luncheon were forty guests, 
including Governor Hanley, Senators- 
Beveridge and Hemingway, Representa- 
“€ Overstra., meniveis of the presi- 
dent’s party, Mayor Bookwalter: Har- 
ry New, chairman of the republican 
national committee; Thomas. Taggart, 
chaiman of the democratic national 
committee; James Whitcomb Riley, 
Meredith Nicholson and officials of the 
G. A. R. and other societies. 

Parade Begins to Form. 

Then the parade began to form to 
marca to the court house grounds for 
the unveiling ceremonies, The route 
Was along Svcuth Meridian street around 
Monument circle and east to the court 
house squa.e at Alabama street, two 
miles in length aid through solid banks 
of people, who gave the president an 
enthusiastic greeting. 

Acting as escort to the president were 
three battzlions and one battery of 
United States troops, thirteen com- 
panies and one battery of the Indiana 
national guards, veterans of the G. A. 
RK., and otlier organizations, military and 
semi-militarv 

At the court house grounds elaborate 
arrangements had been made to seat 
several thousand people, including the 
veterans of the G. A. R. The streets 
Surrounding the monument were packed 
with peuple for man squares. On the 
platform were Mrs. Lawton and her 
three daughters. 

The program of exercises included an 
invocation by Rev. D. R. ‘Lucas, an ad- 
dress by Governor J. ‘Frank Hanley, 
music by the Seventh regiment band, 
the reading of a poem dedicated to Gen- 
era! Lawton by James Whitcomb Riley, 
the inircduction of the president by Gov- 
error Hanley, President Roosevelt's ad- 
dress and music. 

Governor Hanley’s Address, 


Governor Hanley presided at the cere- 
monies and following the invocation by 
Rev. D. R. Lucas, former chaplain of 
the National G. A. R., said:

Water Board Members Hear 
the Charges Against Com- 
- missioner Stocks, 


PRES, BROWN TESTIFIES 
ABOUT ALLEGED REBATES 


Thomas Stocks Declared That He Is 
a Salaried Employee of Stocks 
Coal Company and Received 
No Commissions as Re. 
sult of Deal. 


After the water board had held another 
star chamber session yesterday after- 
noon to determine what course it should 
pursue in reference to the charge tnat 
Water Commissioner Thomas F. Stocks 
had received commissions on coal fur- 
nished the department through the con- 
tract with the Ragland Coal Company, of 
Ragland, Ala., it wag decided to refer 
the entire matter to the city council for 
final action, as council alone has the 
power to impeach. . 

The hearing of evidence from W. T. 
Brown, president of that company; F. 
M. Stocks, proprietor’ of the Stocks 
Coal Company, and Thomas F. Stocks, 


secretary and treasurer of the Stocks 
Coal Company, was in open session. 


after which the board went into ex-{. 


ecutive session. 

The matter was, discussed in execu- 
tive session for about thirty minutes 
in the presence of Commissioner 
Thomas F. Stocks, who availed him- 
self of his right as a member of the 
board to remain through the session, 
while his alleged misconduct was be- 
ing discussed. 

When the discussjon was ended, a 
resolution was introduced anda unani- 
mously passed to refer the whole mate 
ter to the council. Some of the cor- 
respondence was read in open session, 
and this entire correspondence, with 
the stenographic transcript of the evi- 
dence given, will.be laid before the 
council at their next meeting. 

The council, aléne” has. the~ power to 
impeach, and whether such an effort will 
be made could not be confirmed, but the 
action in referring the whole matter to 
council indicates that the members, be- 
hind closed doors, did not think the wa- 
ter commissioner entirely blameless, 

Denied He Was Responsible. 


Attorney Reuben Arnold, who repre- 
sented Stocks, insisted before the com- 
mittee that Thomas F. Stocks wag only 
a salaried employee of.the Stocks Coal 
Company, and had no interest in any way 
in the contracts, and therefore could not 
be held responsible for any contracts be- 
tween the Stocks Coal Company and the 
Raglan Coal Company. 

Attorney Arnold insisted that his man 
could not be tried on ethics, but on the 
law. 

There ig a provision relating to the 
water works department that no member 
of the board of water commissioners 
Shall, directly or indirectly, be interested 
in any purchases made for the depart- 
ment. 

President W. T. Brown, of the Raglan 
Coal Company, was present when the 
board met at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon in the ante-room to the mayor's 
office. He was called on to explain his 
dealings with the Stockg Coal Company, 
which he did. 

President Brown explained that his 
company could not afford to bid for the 
waterworks %oal without the protecting 
clause in the contract covering provi- 
dential hindrances, and he made the ar- 
rangements with the Stocks Coal Com- 
pany to put in a bid for him with the 
understanding that the latter was to fur- 
nish coal when calleg upon to do so. 

President Brown said this bid was to 
be $2.35 per ton, but that Thomas F. 
stocks put it in at 32.36. Brown was 
to furnish the coal at $2.28, thus giv- 
ing 8 cent#é profit to the Stocks Coal 
Company. Commissioner Stocks claimed 
he got none of this commission, and 
his father, F. M. Stocks, claimed that 
none of this was paid tnis year. 

It seems that the whole row originated 
over a difference between the city and 
the Ragland Company Over the loss in 
coal jumping up. After a conference, 
this was settled with the city, Brown 
declaring that he lost over $1,200, and 
he made Stocks reimburse him for $400 
of thie. 

Wanted To Get Peace. 

In reply to a question why he should 
pay this amount, when he said he had 
no contract with the Raglan Campany, 
F. M. Stocks replied that he wanted to 
get rid of the matter, assenting to the 
suggestion of one of the commissioners 
that he was buying peace after war was 
declared. 

President Brown stated that while the 
bid was put in for $2.36, his company 
was to furnish the coal at $2.28, f. o. b. 
Atlanta, and that the Stocks Coal Com- 
pany was to get this difference be- 
tween 2.28 and 2.36. This. arrange- 
ment he made with Thomas F, Stocks. 
He stated he had given orders to Stocks 
Coal Company to furnish coal and he 
had billed it at advanced price. The 
Stocks company refused to fill the last 
order. ies 

Letters were read from the Stocks) 
Coal Company to Brown by F. M. Stocks | 
that he did not understand that such! 
a contract was made. The elder Stocks ' 
displayed some spirit. in trying to ex- | 
plain to the committee that his son had 
no interest in the first deals with the 
Ragland company. 

President Brown said this eight cents 
had not been paid this year, but that 
past commissions had been paid 
monthly; that the eight cents difference 
would have been paid, but for the 
trouble. 

F. M. Stocks claimed sole ownership 
of the Stocks Coal Company and em- 
phatically denied that T. F. Stocks had 
any interest whatever in that company, 
that he was only a salaried employee. 
The Stocks Coal Company had made 
contracts previously with the city, as 
they had a right to do, ag he held no 
office with the city and added with

A citizens of Kirkwood met last 
night at the school building to

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Fred Bush was placed on trial yes- 
terday morning in the criminal branch 


| of the superior court, Judge Roan pre- 
| Siding, for assault with intent to murder, 


he having been indicted on the charge of 
sending to Miss Kathryn McCarthy, of 
447 East Georgia avenue, an infernal 
machine which exploded and came near 
killing Mrs. Julia McCarthy on the 
night of May 8 of this year. 

The most sensational and damaging 
testimony against Bush was that given 
by Charlie Doolittle, his business part- 
ner, and the young man whose atten- 
tions to Miss McCarthy is alleged to 
have been the reason why Bush wished 
to kill the young lady. Doolittle stated 
among Other things that he knew Bush 
to be a natura] mechanic and a machin- 
ist of considerable talent as he “had 
seen him saw off the barrel of a gun.” 
He also told of veiled threats against the 
McCarthy family. 

Mrs. McCarthy Creates Sensation. 

Mrs. McCarthy was rather rambling in 
her testimony, but she caused a sensu- 
tion by suddenly rising up, pointing a 
shaking finger at Bush and exclaiming‘ 
“There is the man who sent that thing 

my -home. I know he is the man.” 

This was ruled out, but Mrs. McCarthy 
repeated it a second time. 

Miss Kathryn McCarthy was on the 
Stand, but she told little that had any 
important bearing on the case outs fe 
the single statement that Bush once 
asked her if she had heard that he was 
g0ing to kill her. 

At one time Bush took such an active 
part in the trial that he left his seat 
and stood by the side of his attorneys, 
prompting them on what questions to 
ask the witnesses. 

Court held two sessions yesterday and 
adjourned at 4:45 in the afternoon until 
this morning at 9 o'clock. The case will 
occupy two more days. 

By consent of both sides the jury was 
allowed to separate and go home. 

Solicitor Hill is conducting the prose- 
cution for the state, while Attorneys kL. 
Z. Rosser, Thomas M. Goodwin and B. J. 
Conyers are representing the defense. 


Details of the Trial. 
The court room was well filled, there 


being several ladies present in the au- 
dience when court opened.

John McCarthy and two or thrée friends 
of the McCarthy family. The McCar- 
thys were the victims of the infernal 
machine and were the chief witnesses 
against Fred Bush. 

Miss Kathryn kept her head down and 
her eyes closed most of the time during 
the opening scenes in court. 

Charlie Doolittle had a rear seat and it 
was not known he was in the court 
room until his name was called and he 
Sang out a loud voice: 

“Present.”’ 

Doolittle is said by the prosecution to 
be one of the causes of the trouble. It 
has been claimed that Fred Bush was 
#0 devotedly attached to Doolittle that 
his jealousy caused him to send Miss 
Kathryn McCarthy a box of dynamite. 
Doolittle had been courting Miss Mc- 
Carthy, it is alleged, and Bush was 
angry about it, as he did not want 
Doolittle to court any girl. Doolittle 
and Bush are partners in the commis- 
Bion busness. 

Bush Was Well Dressed. 

When court was called to order Fred 
Bush was ushered in to the court room 
by a deputy sheriff. He was well dress- 
ed and his complexion had lost some of 
ite ruddiness since his imprisonment. His 
hair was slicked down and parted near- 
ly in the middle. 

As he walked into the court room he 
went up to his sister and father, smiled 
and shook them each by the hand. He 
did not look once toward the McCarthy 
party. Mrs. McCarthy eyed him closely, 
but Miss Kathryn did not look up. 

Doolittle was in the background. 

Solicitor Hill called his list of wit- 
nesses, as follows, and announced ready 
for the state: 

Mrs. Julia McCarthy, 
McCarthy, W. B. Blount, John Ballin- 
ger, colored, Policeman Edmund McGill, 
Detectives Campbell and Simpson, John 
MoCarthy, George Zimmer, Charles Doo- 
little, DB. A. Moore. 

The defense called the names of a 
f vw witnesses, all men, and announced 
ready. . 

Solicitor Hill read the bill of indict- 
ment to the jurors and the selection of a 
jury was begun. 

Fifty-seven jurors in all were called. 
Of these thirty were excused for cause, 
as they stated they were not impartial 
between the state and the accused. Five 
were struck by the state and ten by the 
defense.

sheriff time to summon the talesmen. 


The Afternoon Session. 


When court reconvened ar 1:30 
o’clock a large number of talesmen 
were present. The fifth panel was 
called as follows:

The sixth panel was taken up and 
after three -names were called the 
whole’ jury was secured. The panel 
as far as called was as follows: 

John R. Ransom became juror No. 
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11: E. W. Reinhardt was biased; Wil- 
liam E. Cook became juror No. 12. 

The jury was sworn in and the state 
began with its evidence. 

The first witness called wae -Mrs, 
Julia McCarthy. She stated that she 
lived at 447 East Georgia avenue. She 
knew both Fred Bush and Charlie Doo- 
little. Her direct evidence was in sub- 
stance as follows: 

‘T am a widow with four children, 
Katie, aged 20; John aged 14, and my 
twins, a boy and a girl aged !2. I 
was at home on the night of May 8 
alone with the twins, who were 
asleep.” 

She paused and Solicitor Hill asked: 

“Well, Mrs. McCarthy, did you re- 
ceive anything on that evening?’ 

“Did 1?” she exclaimed. “Well, 
surely did. I got something terrible. 
It was brought by Policeman McGill's 
little boy. It was a box wrapped up 
in two pieces of paper. I was un- 
dressed amd in my bare feet. I took 
the box upstairs and placed it on a 
table. I turned the key.” 

She stopped and threw her arms 
above her in a wild gesture to illus- 
trate what followed. 

“It had been sent to my daughter 
and was addressed to her, I opened 
it—and God knows the rest. The house 
was turned upside down, the door 
went from under my feet. I was hit 
in the face with wood and plaster and 
my hair caught on fire. Oh, there was 
plenty happened when I opened that 
box.”’ ) 

She Denounces the Prisoner. 

She rose suddenly from her chair, 
pointed a shaking finger straight at 
the prisoner and cried out: 

“TIT knew Frea Bush sent me that 
awful thing. There he sits. He is the 
man.” 

Attorney Rosser moved that this be 
ruled out, and the judge so ruled. 

When further -questioned by the so- 
licitor she said: 

“I have Known Mr. Bush three years. 
I bought produce from his store. He 
had been a particular friend of mine. 
I think he visited my house four times 
and he came to see me. Charlie Doo- 
little visited my daughter. She was 
engaged to him, but not wfth my con- 
sent. The engagement was broken off 
in March, 1906, by Doolittle writing 
a letter to her from Florida. Bush 
first visited my house after my daugh- 
ter was engaged to Doolittle. He came 
there just to find out what was going 
on.” 

This last remark was ruled out on 
motion of the defense. 

Continuing, Mrs. McCarthy said: 

“When Doolittle returned from Flor- 
ida, Bush came to see me again. Katie 
and Doolittle came in first and went 
upstairs. Bush came in very angry. 
He faced me and demanded to know if 
Doolittle was there. My daughter had 
— me Bush was going to kill 
er 

“Stop!” called out Attorney 
“We object to such testimony.” 

The judge ruled out the statement. 

“Bush said he knew Doolittle was 
there,” continued Mrs. McCarthy. “He 
insisted upon seeing him. He turned 
upon me like a mad dog. I called for 
the police over the telephone and Bush 
took a car for town. Doolittle was 
upstairs hiding. The next conversa-

called and said he wanted to explain 
his former conduct, as I had probably 
misunderstood him. He told me at 
that time that he and Doolittle had 
Sworn to always live together and 
that he couldn’t live without Charlie. 
He said that if we took Charlle away 
from him he wouldn't be responsible 
for what might happen. He added 
that he had too much money at stake 
to let Charlie marry anybody. He told 
me that Doolittle wasn’t fit to marry 
a nigger. Doolittle, he saia, had 
sworn to him that he didn’t love Katie 
and that he had called upon his dead 
mother to bear witness to the oath I 
sent Katie away tn order to break up 
the affair, but it had no effect. Bush 
met me afterwards and said: ‘You 
think you have broken them up, do 
you? But you haven't.’ He said Doo- | 
little had spent e500 on Katie.” 

On the cross-examination, Mrs. Me- 
Carthy said she and Bush haa always 
been good friends and that Bush 
claimed at one time that it aws busi- 
ness that made him object to Doolittle 
marrying Katie. Bush, she said, told 
her that Doolittle was not a fit person 
to marry her daughter. 

Miss Katie Takes the Stand. 

The next witness was Miss Kathryn 
McCarthy. She testified that she had 
been engaged to Charlie “Doolittle for 
about a year ana a half. In the spring 
of 1906 the engagement was broken off 
by a letter written by Doolittle from 
Florida. 

“When Mr. Doolittle returned from 
Florida,” she stated, “he told me that 
he was afraid Mr. Bush might do me 
some harm and that he wrote the let- 
ter at his instigation. He took the 
letter and burned it up. It was while 
Mr. Doolittle was in Florida that Mr. 
Bush called to see me and was told 
that Mr. Doolittle and I were going to 
be married. He made no reply, but 
lookea angry and sat like a_e stone 
statue. On one occasion Mr. Bush said 
to me: ‘So you heatd I was going to 
kill you, did you? Well, you ain't dead 
yet... He asked me if I cared for Mr. } 
Doolittle ana I told him yes; I aid. He 
said he would tell me a lot of things 
on Mr. Doolittle that would make me 
break off the engagement, and never 
have anything more to do with him. 


I tola him I wouldn't believe anything 
said. We were about to have a4 
quarrel and my mother made ‘mé ‘hush. 
Il was at the theater the night my 
mother eame near being killed. I was 
not expecting a present of any kind 
from anybody.” 

On the. cross-éxamination, Miss Mc- 
Carthy said she had no other lovers 
except Mr. Doolittie. She was asked 
atout a soldier lover, and she blushed 
and said she hadn't seen him in five 
years. She was asked about other 
young men who had called to see her. 
She admitted that some of them did 
try to get engaged to her, but said 
she gave them no encouragement. 

Doolittle as a Witness. 

Charles V. Doolittle took the stand. 
He was looking much better than wien 
he appeared in the police court three 
weeks ago. In answer to questions 
by the solicitor, he said: 

“IT have known Fred Bush since 1 
was thirteen or fourteen years of age. 
I was in the wood and coal business 
with him six years ago and for the 
past three years I have been in the 
produce business with him. I have 
known Miss Kathryn McCarthy for 
three and a half years. I was first iIn- 
troduced to her:at my store. I have 
visited her as often as twice a week 
for two vears and we were engaged 
for that length of time. Bush Knew 
I was visiting her and on @ great many 
occasions he showed by his manner 
that he was angry about it. He fol- 
lowed me to Florida -and told me if I 
d4id not break off the engagement at 
once he would not be responsible for 
what might happen. It was this veiled 
threat against the McCarthys that 
caused me to break off the engage- 
ment. After we returned from Elor- 
ida and I renewed the engagement he 
became more pronounced in his oppo- 
sitfon and said on several occasions 
that I should never marry Miss Mc- 
McCarthy. Bush was very, very mad. 
He told me he intended to go to the 
McCarthys and face me down. The 
reason he gave for disliking Miss Mc- 
Carthy was because she Mked me ang I 
liked her. He said she wasn't healthy 
and not the right kind of a girl for 
me to marry. Bush and I roemed to- 
gether for four years.” 

Solicitor Hill asked Doolittle if Bush 
had any sort of mechanical skill. 

“Yes, he has,” replied the witness. 
“He has considerable skill as a me- 
chanic. He is a natural machinist. I 
have seen him saw off the barrel of a 
shotgun and he made a good job of 
it. I have seen him make.a small en- 
gine.” 

Doolittle couldn’t identify the pieces 
of box and the pistol shown him. The 
pieces of box and the pistol had been 
picked up in the McCarthy home after 
the explosion. 

' Continuing, the witness said: 

“IT told Bush I was going to the thea- 
ter with Miss McCarthy on the night 
of May 8. I showed him the tickets.” 

“Did you ever make any 
with Bush never to marry?” asked the 
solicitor. 

“Yes, I made a vow to him once that 
IT would never marry,” was the reply. 
“He often reminded me of the vow aft- 
erwards.” 

On the cross-examination, Doolittle 
said that the vow he made was only 
such as boys often make when talking 
about marrying, and that they gen- 
erally changed their minds when they 
got older. He said he was very sick 
when he went to Florida, but not too 
ill to marry. 

Experts on Dynamite. 

W. B. Blount, stationmaster at the 
Terminal station, testified about being 
the first person to reach the McCarthy 
home after the explosion, and he de- 
scribed how badly the place had been 
wrecked. 

Samuel H. Venable testified as an ex- 
pert on dynamite, and said that the 
box sent to the McCarthy home could 
have contained enough dynamite to 
cause an explosion which would have 
been likely to produce death. He was 
shown the pistol and he stated that 
such a weapon with a blank: cartridge 
could have exploded the dynamite in 
the box. 

A. D. Howard, a machinist, testtfied 
that the pistol barrel had been sawed 
off with a steel saw. He found the 
marks made by the vise. 

Thomas J. Donaldson, superintendent 
of the county public works, gave the 
fame testimony as Mr. Venable about 
dynamite. 

E. A. Moore, a retail grocer, was put 
on the stand and he said: 

“On the morning of the Peters street 
explosion, when two negroes were kill- 
ed in a car loaded with dynamite, I 
had a talk with Fred Bush and Charlie 
Doolittle. Bush seemed to know all 
about dynamite and its effects. He 
told me a lot more than I had ever 
known before about the stuff. He ex- 
patiated on. dynamite of different 
grades and explosive powers at some 
length.” 

On the cross-examination, Moore sald 
the conversation was just a general 
one and on that day nearly everybody 
was discussing the explosion and talk- 
ing about dynamite. 

Detective Simpson took the stand and 
told about the arrest of Bush on the 
night of May 8 He said that Bush 
was in his room undressed. 

“He at first said he had retired at 7 
o'clock,’ stated the detective, “but later 
said it was between 7 and 8 o'clock. 
He dressed and put on a black hat. 
The next day we found a white hat in 
the room in a paper sack and a wet 
umbrella. We had been told that the 
man who gave the negro messenger 
the dynamite package wore a white 
hat. It was raining on the night of 
May 8.” , , 

Solicitor Hill exhibited two big pis- 
tols and asked Detective Simpson if he 
had not found them in Bush’s room 
under his pillows. 

Attorney Rosser objected, and the 
court: announced that it would decide 
‘this morning. about whether or not to 
admit the pistols in evidence. 

Judge Roan announced that he would 
suspend court until 9 o'clock this 
morning. He told the jurors that by 
consent of both sides they would be 
allowed to go to their homes, but 
they must not read the newspapers or 
talk to anybody about the case. 

Story of the Infernal Machine. 

On the evening of May 8, of this year, 
Miss Kathryn McCarthy, of 447 East 
Georgia avenue, accepted an invitation 
from Charles Doolittle to attend a per- 
formance at the Bijou theater. Doolit- 
tle had purchased three tickets, and Mrs. 
Julia MoCarthy was to have made the 
third person in the party, but she sprain- 
ed her ankle, and her !4-ytar-old son 
took her place. 

Mrs. McCarthy, a widow, was conduct- 
ing a family grocery at 447 East Geor- 
gia avenue, and over the store she lived 
with her daughter, Miss Kathryn, aged 
22: her !4-year-old son, John, and twins, 
a boy and a girl, aged about eleven. 

Miss Kathryn, who is very pretty, was 
engaged to be married to Charlie Doo- 
little. 

About 9:30 o'clock on the evening of 
May 8 a bicycle messenger, a son of 
Policeman McGill, who livés near the 
store, delivered a package at the Mc- 
Carthy home for Miss Kathryn. It was 
@ box made of old oak, !0 inches lIong, 
7 inches wide and 3 inches deep. The 
typewritten address was: ‘‘Miss Kathryn 
McCarthy, 447 East Georgia avenue.” 
Mrs. McCarthy thought it was some nice 
present for her daughter, and proceeded 
to open it. The twins were asleep in a 


rear room. She placed the boz on @ 


e 
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ltable in the hallway and turned the key 


in ‘the lock. The top of the box flew sud- 
denly back, being forced upwards by @ 
sprinf. This made a pistol in the ox 


& lot of dynamite to explode. 

The whole thing was 
The house was aimost completely wreck- 
ed, and Mrs. McCarthy was badly in- 
jured. She was hurled through a door 
and her clothing caught on fire. 

The messenger boy said he received the 
package at his office. An investigation 
disclosed the fact that a white man had 
giveh the package to a negro boy early 
in the evening with instructions not to 
deliver it until the next morning. : 

The detectives arrested Fred Bush from 
statéments made to them by Mrs. Mc- 
Carthy, who said he had threatened her 
family about Doolittle. The negro boy 
identified Bush as the man who gave him 
the package. Bush was arrested the same 
night of the explosion. 

ecorder Broyles held Bush in a $/0,- 
000 bond for assault with intent to mur- 
der, and the grand jury indicted him. 

The theory of the prosecution is that 
Bush was madly jealous of Doolittle, a 
youth whom he loved in a strange and 
remarkable way, and that he tried to kill 
Miss Kathryn McCarthy because she was 
engaged to Doolittle and|had that night 
‘gone to the theater with him.

Terrific Floods in Louisiana 
Cause Great Damage

Lake Charles, La., May 30.—Flood refu- 
gees are coming into Lake Charles 
from Cameron parish, a county of near- 
ly 1,500 square miles, much of which 
is under water tonight from_ record- 
breaking rains. rising rivers and a wind 
which has blown the Gulf of Mexico 
water inshore. 

Nine families on a special train came 
from the Sulphur Mine district, where 
about $10,000 damages has been done. 
No loss of life has been reported. 

Steamboat passengers who arrived here 
today, after having passeq through Cam- 
eron parish, via Calcasieu rivver, which 
divides the parish nearly’ in two from 
north to south, reported as far as eye 
could reach on both sides the parish was 
under water running in an almost level 
sheet to the gulf. They said that in 
some places a small steamer could have 
navigated over which was rich rice and 
pasture lands a few days ago. Stock 
raising, one of the principal industries 
of the parish, is threatened with great 
loss. Many cattle which have been taken 
to the highest ground possibile, are, nev- 
ertheless, half immersed in water. The 
population of the parish was about 4,000 
in 1900. 

The southern portion of Catcaiscu par- 
ish, which lies north of Cameron, is also 
flooded. An 8-inch rain fell today in 
and about Lake Charles, stopping street 
railways and forcing many persons [to 
wade thigh deep to their business. 
Bridges are under water at many points.

Sketch of General Lawton. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May  30.—Major 
Henry Ware Lawton, who was killed at 
San Mateo, Philippine islands. Decem- 
ber 19, !899, was born at Manhattan. 
Ohio, March 15, 1843, and while a boy 
came to Indiana with his father, George 
Lawton, who was a millwright. The 
Tawtons moved to Allen county, near 
“ort Wayne: He enlisted in the Thir- 
tieth Indiana regiment in 186! and wag 
mustered out in 1865 as captain of his 
company. He reenlisted in the regular 
army as a second lieutenant, was trans- 
ferred to the Forth artillery in 187! 
and in i879 was made a captain. He 
served with distinction.in 1876 against 
the Sioux Indians, in 1879 against the 
Utes and in !1886 against Geronimo, 
whom he captured in Mexico. In the 
Spanish-American war he gained the 
rank of lieutenant colonel and was made 
major general of volunteers. He com- 
manded a division before Santiago, was 
transferred to a command in the Philip- 
pines, captured Santa Cruz, a Filipino 
stronghold, ‘April 19, 1899, gained an- 
other. victory at San Isidro and was 
placed in command at Manila. In the 
autumn of 18699 he led a campaign 
against Aguinaldo, which resulted in his 
death on the firing line by a Filipino

The Rights of Property. 


“One great problem that we have be- 
fore us is to préserve the rights of 
property; and these can only be pre- 
served if we remember that they are in 
less jeopardy from the socialist and the 
anarchist than from the predatory man 
of wealth. It has become evident that 
to refuse to invoke the power of the 
nation to restain the wrongs committed 
by the man of great wealth who does 
evil is mot only to neglect the interests 
Of the public, but is to neglect tne in- 
terests of the man of means who acts 
honorably by his fellows. The power of 
the nation must be exerted to stop 
crimes of cunning no less than crimes 
of violence. There can be no halt in 
the course we have deliberately elected 
to pursue, the policy of asserting the 
right of the nation, so far as it has the 
power, to supervise and control] the busi- 
ness use of wealth, especially in its cor- 
porate form. Today I wish to say a 
word to you about the first and most 
important feature of this -task, the con- 
tro] of the common carriers doing an 
4nterstate business; a control absolutely 
vested in the nation, while in so far as 
the common carriers also transport the 
mails it is in my opinion probable 
that whether their business is or is not 
interstate it is to the same extent sub- 
ject to federal control, under that clause 
of the constitution granting to the 
national government power to establish 
post roads and therefore by necessary 
implication power to take all action 
necessary in order to keep them at the 
highest point of efficiency. 

No Stop in Program. 

“very federal law dealing with corpo- 
Ffations or with railroads that has been 
put upon the statute books during the 
last: six years has been a step in ad- 
Vance in the right direction. All action 
taken by the administration under these 
and the preexisting laws has been just 
and proper. Every suit undertaken dur- 
ing that period has been a suit not 
merely warranted, but required, by the 
facts; a suit in the interest of the peo- 
ple as a whole, and, in the long run, 
particularly in the interest of stockhold- 
ers as well as in the interest of Dusi- 
ness men of property generally.

Supervision of Bond Issues. 


“Such additional legislation as _ that 
for which I have asked in the past, and | 
especially that for which I asked in my 
message at the openimge of the last ses-; 
sion of congress, is not merely in the in- 
terest of the public, but most emphati- 
cally in the interest of every honest 
railway manager and of all investors or 
would-be investors in railway securities. 
There must be vested in the federal gov- 
ernment a full power of supervision and 
contro] over the railways doing  inter- 
state business; a power in many respects 
analogous to and as complete as that 
the government exercises over the na- 
tional banks. It must possess the power 
to exercise supervision over the future 
jsesuance of stocks and bonds, either 
through a national incorporation (which 
I should prefer) or jn some similar fash- 


nothing -revolutionary. We ask for such 
laws as in their essence now obtain in 
the staid old commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts; such laws as now obtain in 
England. The purpose of those of us 
who. so resolutely believe in the new 
policy, in its thorough carrying out and 
in its progressive development, is in ni 
sense punitive or vindictive. 

“We would be the first to protest 
against any form oof confiscation of 
property, and whether we protested or 
not, I may add that the supreme court 
could be trusted in any event to see 
that there should be nothing done under 
tiie guise of regulating roads ‘to destroy 
property without just compensation or 
without due process of law. As a mat- 
ter of course, we shall 
criminal whom we can convict under the 
law; but we have no intention of con- 
founding the innocent many and the 
guilty few by any ill-judged and sweep- 
ing scheme of vengeance. | 

Prevent Future Abuses. 


“Our aim is primarily to prevent these 
abuses in the future. Wherever evil- 
doers can be, they shall be, broughi to 
justice; and no criminal, high or low, 
whom we can reach will receive immu- 
nity. But the rights of innocent in- 
vestors should not be jeoparded by legis- 
lation or executive action; we sanction 
no legislation which’ would fall heavily 
on them, instead of on the original | 
wrongdoers or beneficiaries of the wrong.

“There must be no such rigid laws as 
will prevent the development of the coun- | 
try, and such development can only be 
had if investors are offered an ample, 
reward for the risk they take. We would | 
be the first to oppose any unreasonable, 
restrictions being placed upon the is-| 
suance of stocks and bonds, for such | 
would simply hamper the growth of the 
United States; for a railroad must ul- 
timately stand on its credit. But this 
does not prevent our demanding’ that 
there be lodged, in the government power 
to exercise a jealous care against the 
imflation of securities, and all the evils 
that come in its train. The man who 
buflds a great railway and those who in- 
vest in it render a great public service; 
for adequate transportation facilities 
are a vital necessity to the country. We 
favor full and ample return to such 
men; but we do not ‘favor a policy of 
exploiting the many for the benefit of 
the few. We favor the railway man who 
operates his railway upon a straightfor- 
ward and open business basis, from 
the standpoint of permanent investment, 
and who hag an interest in its future; 
we are against only the man who cares 
nothing for the property after his specu- 
lative deal in its securities has been 
closed. We favor the railway manager 
who keeps in close touch with the peo- 
ple along his line rather than in close 
touch with the speculative market; who 
operates his line with a view to the ad- 
vantage he can legitimately get out of 
his railway as a permanent investment

Business, Not Speculation. 


“Tt should be declared contrary’ to 
‘public policy henceforth to allow rail- 
roads to devote their capital to anything 
but the transportation business, cer- 
tainly not te the hazards of speculation. 
For the very reason that we desire to 
favor the honest railroad manager, we 
should seek to discourage the activities 
of the man whose only concern with 
railroads is to manipulate their stocks. 
Tlie business of railroad organization 
and maniagement should be kept entire- 
ly distinct from investment or brokerage 
business, especially of the speculative 
type, and the credit and property of 
the corporation should be devoted to 
the extension. and betterment of its raii- 
roads, and to the development of the 
country neturally tributary to the lines, 
These principles are fundamental. 

“Ratiroads should not be prohibited 
from acquiring connecting lines, by ac- 
quiring stocks, bonds, or other securities 
of such lines; but it is already well set- 
tled as contrary to public policy to al- 
low railroads to acquire control over 
paraliel anid competing lines of transpor- 
tation. Subject to first giving to the 
government the power of supervision and 
contfol which I have advocated above, 
the law should be amended so that rail- 


 yoads may be permitted and encouraged 


to make traffic agreements when these 
are in the interest of the general pub- 
lic ag well as of the railroad corporations 
making them. These agreements should, 
of course, be made public in the minutest 


‘detail, and should be subject to secur- 


ing the previous assent of the interstate 
commerce commission. 

“The movement to regulate railways 
by law has come to stay. The people 
of this country have made up their 
minds—and wisely made up their 
minds—to exercise a closer control over 
ds of public-service corporations, 
railways. Every honestly 
railway will gain and not 
policy.

Interests of the Honest Investor. 
VESTOR. 

“We wish to make ft to the interest 
of the investor to put his money into 
the honest development of the railroads, 
and therefore we wish to discriminate 
against the man who, while enriching 
himself, lays upon the future owners ard 
patrons of the road and above all upon 
the honest men whose duty it may 
become to operate the road, a burden of 
additional debt without adding corre- 
spondingly to its actual worth. Much 
is said about the inability of railway 
presidents to agree among thefnselves as 
to what policy should be advocated and 
what plams followed in the effort to 
work out the problems which now pre- 
sent themselves. In so far as the law 
is concerned, all I ask of them is a 
willingness .to comply fully with its 
spirit, and a readiness to move along 
the lines indicated. by those who are 
charged with administering it. Our 
policy is built upon experience, and our 
primary purpose is to insure the future 
against the mistakes and delinquencies 
of the past. 

Little Overcapitalization. 

“There has been much wild talk as 
to the extent of the overcapitalization 
of our railroads. ...6@ census reports 
on the commercial value of the rail- 
roads of the country, together with the 


commission by the railroads on their cost | 
of construction, tend to show that as a 
whole the railroad property of the coun- 
try is worth as much as the securities 
representing it, and that in the consen- 
sus of opinion of investors the total 
value of stock and bonds is greater 
than their total face value, notwith- 
standing the ‘water’ that has been in- 
jected in particular places. The huge 
value of terminals, the immense expen- 
ditures in recent years in double track- 
ing, improving grades, roadbeds, - and 
structures, have brought the total in- 
vestments to a point where the opinion 
that the real value js greater than the 
face value is probably true. No gen- 
eral statement such as this can be ac- 
cepted as having more than a general 
value; there are many exceptions; but 
the evidence seems ample that the great 
mass of our railroad securities rest upon 
safe and solid foundations; if they 
fail in any degree to command com- 
plete public confidence, it is because 
isolated instances of unconscionable 
stock-watering and kindred offenses 
arouse suspicion, which naturally’ ex- 
tends to all other corporate securities so 
long as similar practices are possible 
and the tendency to resort to them is 
unrestrained by law. 

“While there have been many Instances 
of gross and flagrant stock inflation, 
and while. of course, there remains cases 
of overcapitelization, et when the 
statistics of the weaker roads, the over- 
capitalized roads, are combined with. 
those of the stronger roads, and coh- 
sidered in the aggregate, in my judgment 
they will not be found to impair the 
wholesome financial standing and post- 
tion of the railroads as a whole; and 
while those railway owners and man- 
agers .who have enriched themselves by 
loading their properties with securities 
representing little or no real value de- 
serve OUr strongest comdemnation, on 
the other hand our hearty commenda- 
tion is due those owners and managers— 
representing, I believe, the large ma- 
jority—who have year after year worked 
faithfully, patientiy, and honestly in 
building up our great system of railways, 
which have knitted together in close 
commercial and social intercourse widely 
removed sections of the country and 
stand second only to the great business 
of agriculture itself in contribution to 
national growth and development 

Advocates Physical Valuation. 

“Ample provision should be made by 
congress to enable the interstate com- 
merce commission, by the employment 
of.a sufficient force of experts, to un- 
dertake the physical valution of each 
and any road in the country, whenever 
and so soon as in the opinion of the 
commission such a,valuation of any road 
would be of value to the commission in 
its work. There are undoubtedly some 
roads as. to which it would be an ad- 
vantage, from the standpoint of — the 
business of the commission, to have 
such a physica] valuation as soon as 


“At the outset let it be understood that 


physica] valuation is no panacea; it is 
no sufficient measurement of a rate; but 
it will be ultimately needed ag an es- 
sential instrument in administrative su- 
pervision. It will be of use to the 


its turn to reach a conclusion; 
of course, capitalization must be 
rather than past investment. Ho 
portant physical valuation will 
one of the factors’ to assist in

Advantages of Physical Valuation. 
“Such a valuation would necrssarily 
help to protect the railroads against the 
making of inadequate and uNMjusf rates, 
and would, therefore, be as important 
from the standpoint of the protetion of 
the railroads as from the standpoint of 
the protection of the public; and, of 
course, it is necessary to the é¢nduring 
prosperity and development of the coun- 
try that the railroads shall yield rea- 
sonable profits to investors. It is 
from one standpoint quite as impor- 
tant to know the origin cost 
of the building of the oad as 
to know what it would now coft to re- 
produce it; from another standpoint the 
human equation—that is, the maragement 
of the road—is more important by far 
than the physical valuation; jand the 
physical valuation of the road in one re- 
gion may have an entirely «u...2rent re- 
lation to the real value of the i than 
in another region where the ¢onditions 
are utterly different. Therefore the phys- 
ical valuation can never be re than 
one of many elements to be considered; 
but it is one element, and at times may 
be a very important element, when taken 
in connection with the earning power, 
franchises, original cost, character of 
management, location and business possi- 
bilities, in reaching an estimate on the 
property and rights of a corporation as 
@ going concern. | 
Policies Not Retroactive. 

“The effect of such valuation and st- 
pervision of securitieg cannot) be retro- 
active, Existing securities should be test- 
ed by the laws in existence at the time 
of their issue. This nation) would no 
more injure securities which have be- 
come an important part of the national 
wealth than it would consider a propo- 
sition to repudiate the public debt. But 
the public interest requires guaranty 
against improper multiplication of secu- 
rities in the future. *Reasonable regula: 
tions for their issuance should be pro- 
vided, so as to secure as far as my be 
that the proceeds thereof shall be de- 
voted to legitimate business purposes, In 
providing against overcapitalization we 
shall harm no human heing who ig hon- 
est; and we shall benefit many, for over- 
capitalization often means an inflation 
that invites business panic; it always 
conceals the true relation of the profit 
earned to the capital invested, creaing 
a burden of interest payments which 
may redgqund to the loss alike of the 
wage earner and the general public, which 
is concerned in the rates paid by ship- 
pers; it damages the small investors, dis- 
courages thrift, and puts a premium on 
gambling and business trickery. 

“There is an essential difference be 
tween private and quasi-public property 
which justifies setting somewhere a limit 
beyond which the accumulating value in 
quasi-public properties, due to the neceés- 
sity of a growing community, shal] not 
be capitalized. 


Standard Railway Accounts. 


“One of the most important features 
of the Hepburn act is its having given 
the commission absolute control over the 
accounts of railways. ‘The commission 
has just issued an order to the effect that 
on July | next all the railways of the 
country subject to the jurisdiction of the 
commission must standardize their ac- 
counting methods, and the commission is 
now organizing a bureau of special ex- 
aminers, whose duty it will be, among 
other things, to see that the books of tue 
carriers are kept in conformity with the 
rules laid down by the commission. Thus 
the means are already at hand and the 
machinery already. created which, when 
perfected, will put the public in position 
to know the facts, so that the small in- 
vestor can exercise an intelligent judg- 
ment when entrusting hig money to the 
promotors of great railway enterpises, 
We hope as one of the chief means for 
betterment of conditions to secure as 
complete publicity in the affairs of rail- 
roads as now obtaing with regard to na- 
tional banks. 

“There need be no fear on the part 
of investors that thig movement for na- 
tional supervision and cantrol Over rail- 
ways will be for their detriment. If they 
doubt this, let them study The history 
of the raikway control movement in such 
a state as dowa. It would be hard to 
find anywhere a more prosperous or more 
intelligent community; a community of 
thriving farmers and thriving townspeople 
Iowa did its share in the work of buliding 
railroads ‘when the business was one that 
demanded men of the utmost daring and 
resourcefulness; men like that gallant 
soldier and rea] captain of fndustry, 
Grenville M. Dodge; men who ran risks 
and performed feats for which it was 
difficult to make the reward too high; 
men who staked eéverything on the 
chances of a business which today happi- 
ly involves no such hazards. Iowa was 
at length ferced to undertake the work 
of regulating the railways within her 
borders. There was great outcry against 
it. It was proclaimed that such effort 
would ruin roadg already bullt, and pre- 
vent building more. But Iowa proceeded 
with the task, and it resulted, not in ruin 
and stegnation, but in increased safety 
and profit to the honest investor. In- 
sead of putting roads into the hands of 
receivers, jt wag followed by a prosperity 
that rescued many of them from recelver- 
ships. 

National Banks Cited, 

*““No state, of course, can do for therail- 
ways what the national government has 
already done for the banks, and that gov- 
ernment should do something analogous 
for the railways. National bank stocks 
are Sought and sold largely on the certifi- 
cate of character which the government, 
as a result of its examinations and super- 
vision, gives to them. To give another 
illustration from Jowa’s experience, when 
the national banking law was amended 
to allow small banks to take out na- 
tional charters, great numberg of the 
state banks of the state were reorgan- 
ized into national institutions. The In- 
vesting public was ready to back with un- 
limited confidence the institutiong on 
which the federal government had set the 
seal of its confidence and approval. The 
railways have not been given this certifi. 
cate of character, under the sea] of the 
national government, and therefore many 
people who invest freely in the shares of 
banks are reluctant to buy railroad secu- 
rities. Give them the same guaranties 
as to railroad securities which we now 


give them as to national bank shares, 


| | SALIENT POINTS IN PRESIDENT’S SPEECE.. 
NO HALT IN SUPERVISION PROGRAM. _. 

The president serves the carriers and the people with notice that there 
will be no halt in the progressive program of federal supervision of railways. 
lts completion means ultimate conservatism, as applied to all parties in- 
valved.

FEDERAL SUPERVISION OF BOND ISSUES. 

Federal supervision must extend to the issuance of railroad stocks and 
bonds in the future, through national! incorporation, if feasible. This method, 
in combination with ample publicity, offers the only safeguard against over- 
capitalization and inflation. Men found guilty of such practices in the fu- 
ture should be held to criminal accountability. 


SPECULATION AND MANAGEMENT. 

Organization and management of railways are to be divorced from spec- 
ulation. There should be no prohibition against railroads acquiring connect- 
ing lines, where such a policy is to the mutual benefit of themselves and the 
public, but there should be a fixed and an immovable prohibition against 
the acquisition of parallel or competing lines. Traffic’ arrangements, of 
whatever nature, with connecting or competing lines are to be given full 
publicity . 

JUSTICE TO CARRIERS AND PEOPLE. 

The president insists upon equal justice to the railroad and the people, 
equal preservation of the rights of both. The government does not contem- 
plate nor will it countenance confiscatory policies. The supreme court 
may be depended upon to hold an even balance between the railroad and 
its patrons. 

| INVESTORS AND INFLATED STOCKS. 

Innocent investors should be protected. Rigid, hasty or undiscriminat- 
ing legislation will prevent the development of the country. At the same 
time, there must be ample safeguards against inflated securities, and the 
evils following in their train. 3 

STUDY PATRONS, NOT MARKETS. 

Managers should keep in touch with the patrons along their lines, rather 
than the speculative markets. Railroads are to be viewed by the men 
controlling them as permanent investments, as business enterprises, not as 
pawns in the gambling game. . 

STOCKS ON A FIRM FOUNDATION, 

The talk of overcapitalization has been exaggerated. In view of new 
terminals and heavy expenditures in recent years, it is probable that the 
real value of railroad securities is larger than their face value. The presi- 
dent concedes that there are sporadic instances of gross, wanton and uncon- 
scionable watering of stock. He is of the opinion, however, that the great 
bulk of railroad securities rest upon a safe foundation, and that the whole- 
some financial standing of the roads, as an entirety, is unimpaired. 


PHYSICAL VALUATION FOR MUTUAL INTEREST. 

Physical valuation of railway properties by the interstate commerce 
commission is recommended, not as a panacea, but as an aid to determining 
the extent of future capitalization, and in the adjustment of rates, as well 
as in giving light to the investing public, and protecting the railroads them- 
sel¥es against unjust tax levies, rate demands and legislation. 


POLICIES NOT RETROACTIVE. 

Physical valuation and supervision of securities wil] not be retroactive. 
All measures are leveled against recurrence of abuses in the future. The 
danger and: injustice of inflation and overcapitalization are defined in clear 
language. 

RAILWAY ACCOUNTS AND PUBLICITY. 

The president calls attention to the Hepburn act as insuring the stand- 
ardizing of, railway accounts, thus affording full information to the invest- 
ing public. Mr. Roosevelt advocates, strongly, as complete publicity in the 
affairs of railways as in those of national banks. He uses this analogy with 


telling logic throughout his speech. 


SUPERVISION AND TIMID INVESTORS. 
Timid investors have only to study the history of supervision in Iowa 
and other states to be assured that such redounds to the benefit of both 
themselves and the railroads. 


RAILROADS COMPARED TO NATIONAL BANKS. 

The president declares that “give them (the public) the same guarantees 
as to railroad securities which we now give as to national bank shares, and 
we would presently see these people investing in railroads, thus opening a 
new reservoir from which to draw the capital now so much needed for the 
extension and betterment of the railroads.” 


EVILS OF INDISCRIMINATE ASSAULTS. 

Grave abuses of the past are shown to affect honest corporations disas- 
trously, since the wave of public indignation is non-discriminating. Mr. 
Roosevelt deprecates indiscriminate raids upon all corporations, and all 
people of wealth. Only evil can come from following the lead of the dem- 
agogue or visionary in a sweeping assault upon property values and public 
confidence. 

MEETING THE NEED OF THE HOUR. 

The great need of the hour, from the standpoint of the public, the pro- 
ducer, the shipper and the consumer is better transportation facilities, ad- 
ditional tracks and terminals, ample, safe and rapid transportation facilities, 
rather than cheap transportation. The prime need is for the investment of 
money for these purposes, at the same time securing, if possible, better 
wages and shorter hours for employees. There must be just and reason- 
able regulations of rates, but any arbitrary and unthinking movement to cut 
them down may be equivalent to putting a complete stop to the effort to 


provide better transportation. 
LOW RATES SUBORDINATE TO GOOD SERVICE. 


There can be no question about the desirability of doing away with 
rebates or any method of favoring one shipper at the expense of another. 
But where favoritism is not alleged, and when the question is nakedly one 
of getting a lower rate, it must be remembered that it is often possible 
that those demanding it may be diametrically opposed in interest to those 
who demand a better, safer and more rapid transportation service and 
higher wages and shorter hours for employees. If the demand for lower 
rates, or if pcepular and legislative movements take a shape so ill-directed 
as not only to threaten investment and honest enterprises, but also to pre- 
vent. any effort for betterment of transportation facilities, it then becomes 
out of the question to secure the necessary investment of capital in order 
to bring about an improved service. There should be no unduly high rates; 
there should be ample safeguards against accidents; no shirking of taxes; 
plenty of cars, locomotives and all other equipment necessary for commerce, 
and all this means full and effective natfonal supervision and control. But 
ithe interests of those who build, who manage, and who inyest in the rail- 
roads must be no less scrupulously guarded than the interests of the public. 


NO IMPROVEMENT WITHOUT NEW CAPITAL, 

The congested traffic of the present creates the need for an imperative 
remedy. Private capital affords the only means of securing this remedy. 
It is, therefore, the prime necessity to allow investments in railway prop 
erties to earn a liberal return, a return sufficient to cover all risks. There 
can be no improvement in service unless the carriers can sell their securt- 
ties; therefore, nothing should be done unwarrantedly to impair their credit 
nor to decrease the value of their outstanding obligations. Mr. Roosevelt 
states that he emphatically recognizes the need of restraint in the interests 
of the public, but that he also recognizes the necessity of an immense 
outlay of money from private sources, and the certainty that this will not 
be met without assurance of sufficient reward to induce the necessary in- 
vstment. Governmental operation is dismissed, as “inadvisable,” in a single 


paragraph. 
ROADS CAN APPLY REMEDIES. 

Congested traffic is attributed, largely, to the fact that the country has 
outgrown the railroads, no one of which can keep pace with the marvelous 
national progress. Ordinary methods should now yield to the imperative 
necessities of the public need. The railroads are credited with sufficient 
ingenuity and executive genius to greatly diminish the troubles complained 
of. It is pointed out that the most effectual] way to lessen the demands for 
unreasonable legislation is for the railroads, acting individually and collec- 
tively, to remedy as many as possible of the abuses and shortcomings for 
which there really are remedies, and for which remedial laws are demanded 


by the shipping public. 
FOLLY OF OBSTRUCTION POLICY. 

The president asserts that, undoubtedly, many high railroad officers 
have followed the extremely unwise course of endeavoring to defeat proper 
laws for their own control, and to thwart, obstruct and bring into discredit 
administration of the laws. The folly of some of their number in no way 
alters the nation’s duty, and the wisdom of performing this duty in a spirit 
of absolute fairness, alike to railroad, shipper and general public. 


GOOD AND BAD RAILWAY MEN. 


Registration for loca] attorneys for roads and for lobbyists transacting 
business with legislatures is advocated. The president also stresses the 
justice of war against the legal blackmailer of the railroad, as well as the 
man who corruptly favors the corporation. Big railroad men should scru- 
pulously refrain from any effort to influence governmenta] laws ‘or politics, 
gave as the duty of every good citizen in a legitimate way. ‘The people 
should discriminate between good and bad railway men. Moral harm from 
corruption is as great, whether it comes from attempting to blackmail a 
corporation or corruptly doing its bidding. The president urges the people 
to demand honesty of men in public life. 


Men directing and owning great wealth should consider themselves 
trustees. . :

“As far as in my ability lies my en- 
deavor is and will be to prevent abuse of 
power by either and to favor both so 

The aim of the 


honest business men of wealth, as to 
bring to justice those individuals and cor- 
| porations representing dishonest methods, 
Most certainly there will be no relaxation 
by the government authorities in the ef- 
fort to get at any great railroad wreck- 
er—any man who by clever gwindling de- 
vices robs investors, oppresses wage 
workers, and doeg injustice to the general 
public. But any such move as this ig in 
the interest of honest railway operators, 
of honest corporations, and of those who, 
when they invest their smal] savings in 
stocks and bonds, wish to be assured that 
these will represent money honestly ex- 
pended for legitimate business purposes. 
To confer upon the national government 
the power for which I ask would be a 
check upon overcapitalization and vpon 
the clever gamblers, who benefit by over- 
capitalization. But it alone would mean 
an increase in the value, an increase in 
the safety of the stooks and bonds of 
law-abiding, honestly managed railroads, 
and would render it far easier to market 
their securities. I belteve in proper pub- 
licity. There has been complaint of some 
of the investigations recently carried on, 
but those who complain should put the 
blame where it belongs—upon the mis- 
deeds which are done in darkness, and 
not wpon the investigations which brought 
them to light. The administration ig re- 
sponsible for turning on the light, but it 
is not responsible for what the light 
showed. I ask for full power fo be given 
the federal government, because no single 
State can by legislation effectually cope 
with these powerful corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce, and, while doing 
them full justice, exact from them in re- 
turn full justice to others. The condi- 
tiong of railroad activity, the conditions 
of our immense interstate commerce, are 
Such a8 to make the central government 
alone competent to exercise ful! super- 
vision and control. 

Wrongs Against Honest Capital. 

“The grave abuses in individual] cases 
of railroad management in the past repre- 
Sent wrongs not merely to the general 
public, but, above all, wrongs to fair 
dealing and honest corporations and men 
of wealth, because they excite a popular 
anger and distrust which from the very 
nature of the case tends to include in the 
Sweep of its resentment good and bad 
alike. From the standpoint of the public 
I cannot too earnestly say that as soon 
fees the natural and proper resantment 
aroused by these abuses becomes indis- 
criminate and unthinking, it also becomes 
not merely unwise and unfair, but cal- 
culated to defeat the very ends which 
those feeling it have in view. There has 
been pienty of dishonest work by corpo- 
rationg in the past. There will not be the 
slightest let-up in the effort to hunt down 
and punish every dishonest man. But 
the bulk of our businesa, is honestly 
done. 

No Indiscriminate Raids. 

“In the natural indignation the people 
feel over the dishonesty, it is all-essen- 
tial that they should not lose their heads 
and get drawn into an indiscriminate raid 
upon all corporations, all people of wealth, 
whether they do well or ill. Out of any 
Such wild movement good will not come, 
cannot come, and never has come. On 
the contrary, the surest way to invite re- 
action is to follow the lead of either 
demagogue or visionary in a sweeping as- 
Sault upon property values and upon pub- 
lic confidence, which would work incal- 
culable damage in the business world, and 
would produce such distrust of the agi- 
ptators that in the revulsfon the distrust 
would extend to honest men who, in sin- 
cere and sane fashion, are trying to rem- 
edy the evils. 

“The great need of the hour, from the 
Standpoint of the general public—of the 
Producer, consumer and shipper alike—is 
the need for better transportation facill- 
ties, for additional tracks, add!fona] ter- 
minals and improvements in the actual 
handling of the railroads; and al! this 
with the least possible delay. Ample, 
safe, and rapid transportation facilities 
are even more necessary than cheap 
transportation. The prime need ig for 
the investment of money which will pro- 
vide better termina! facilities, additional 
tracks, and a greater number of cars and 
locomotives, while at the same time se- 
curing, if possible, better wages and 
shorter hours for the employees. There 
must e just and reasonable regulation 
of rates, but any arbitrary and uthink- 
ing movement to cut them down may be 
equivalent to putting a complete stop to 
the effort to provide better transporta- 
tion, 

Lower Rates Not Always Best. 

“There can be no question as to the 
désirability of doing away with rebates 
or any method of favoring one shipper 
at the expense of a competitor, and direct 
dealing with the rates ig sometimes the 
only method by which this favoritism can 
be avoided; but where favoritism is not 
alleged, and when the question is naked- 
ly one of getting a lower rate, it must 
be remembered that it is often possible 
that those demanding it may be diamet- 
rieally opposed in interest to those who 
demand a better, safer, and more rapid 
transportation service, and higher wages 
and shorter hours for employees. If the 
demand for more taxes, for higher wages, 
for shorter hours for employees and for 
lower rates becomes so excessive as to 
prevent ample and speedy transportaion, 
and to eat up the legitimate profits; if 
popular and legislative movements take 
a shape so ill-directed as not only to 
threaten honest investments and honest 
entenprises, but also to prevent any ef- 
fort for the betterment of transportation 
facilities, it then becomes out of the ques- 
ion to gecure the necessary investment of 
capital in order to bring about an im- 
proved service. Rates should not be un- 
duly high; there should be a thorough 
safeguarding against accidents; there 
should ®©e no improper shirking of taxes; 
the shippers of the country must be sup- 
plied generously with cars and all other 
equipments necessary to properly care for 
our commerce, and all this meang that 
the national government must be given 
full and effective power of supervision 
and control. But the interests of those 
who build, who manage, and who invest 
in the railroads must be no less scrupu- 
lously guarded than the interests of the 
public. 

Needs of the Moment. 

“le ig urgently necessary at the present 
time, in order to relieve the existing con- 
gestion of business and to do away with 
the paralysis which threatens our ex- 
panding industries, because of limited and 
inefficient means of distribution, thet our 
railway facilities shoul? be so increased as 


to meet the imperative demands of our 
internal commerce. The want can be met 
only by private capital, and the vast ex- 
penditure necessary for such purpose will 


| met Be incurred unless asivate capital &

{tion. It is therefore a prime necessity to 


allow investments in railway 

to earn a liberal return, a return suffi- 
ciently liberal to cover all risks. We can- 
not get an improyed service unless the 
carriers of the country can sell their sé 
curities; and therefore nothing should be 
done unwarrantedly to impair their crede 
it nor to decrease the value of their oute 


standing obligations. 

“ft emphatically believe that positive 
restraint should be ®mposed upon railway 
corporations, and that they should be re- 
quired to meet positive obligations in the 
} interest of the genera! public. I no less 
emphatically believe that in thus regulate 
ing and controlling the affairs of the 
railways it is necessary to recognize the 
need of an immense olitlay of money from 
private sourecs, and the certainty that 
this will not be met without the assur- 


necessary investment. It is plainly inad- 
visable for the government to undertake 
to direct the physical operation of the 
railways, save in wholly exceptional 
cases; and the supervision and control it 
}exercises should be both entirely ade- 
quate to secure its ends, and yet no more 
harassing than is necessary to secure 
these ends. ' 

Railway Men Public Servants. 

“I believe that the railroad men of the 
United States are coming to a more pef- 
fect sense of the responsibility of the re- 
lation which they bear to the public, .and 
of the dignity of that relation. They are 
public servants in the highest and fullest 
sense. indeed, there is not a brakeman 
nor a switchman upon the most remote 
road in the land who does not fill a pub- 
lie function and render a _ service of 
large public usefulness. We begrudge 
neither honor nor reward to these men 
to whom we entrust our lives and our 
property. Behind these active workers 
{in the: railroad field are those who have 
the determination of railroad policies, 
These men are entitled to great rewards; 
and in return pwoblic opinion is right { 
holding them to a rigid accountability for 
the way they perform their public duties, 
For several months past some. if not-all. 
of our made have been in a condition of 
extreme congestion. Doubtless this is 
mainly due to the fact that the country 
has outgrown jts railroads, that our prog- 
perity has increased at such a rate that the 
most sanguine and ontimistic ratiroads 
have been unable to keep pace with Its 
growth. But it {s also true that ordinary 
methods of operation. which hold good in 
a placid time of steady and recular mOvV@er 
ment. should at a time of crisis vield to 
the imperative necessities of public need. 


To Meet Harsh Legisiation. 


“The experience of the past winter 
proves how great is our dependence on 
the ratflroads and how serious the re- 
sponsibility of those who undertake toe 
care for the public tn the matter of trange 
portation. T helleve that there is suffi- 
cient ingenuity and executive genius fn 
the operating officials of the roads great- 
Iv to @minish the troubles comolaired 
of. The most effective way to lessen dée- 
mands for unreasonable leetsiation is for 
the ra'lroads acting individually-and col- 
lectively to remedy ae many as possible 
af the abuses and shortcomings for which 
remedia! laws are demanded by the ship- 
ping public. 

‘The admirahle national le™slation of 
recent vears, {n takine away from the 
railroads the power of givine illegal fa- 
vor, has taken awav from them one of 
the fllegimitae methods bv which they 
used to protect themselves from improper 
attack: and it ts therefore neceesarv that 
upright public servants should De as 
vigilant to protect them against harm as 
to wwrevent them from doing harm. Thn- 
Aouhtedlvy many high officers among the 
the ratiroad men have followed the ex~ 
tremely unwise course of endeavoring to 
defeat the enactment of prover laws for 
their own control, and of endeavoring to 
thwart. obstruct and bring into discredit 
the administration of the laws But the 
fallvy of some of their number In no wav 
alters our duty, nor the wisdom of per- 
forming this duty in a spirit of absaointe 
juatice alike to the railroad, the shipper, 
and the general mubiic. 

‘“Einally. friends. let us never forget 
that this {s not merely a matter of bust- 
ness, but also a matter of morals. The 
succets of cur whole svstem of grovern- 
ment denends upon our discriminating he- 
tween men. nat with reference to wheth- 
er they are rich or poor, whether tney fol- 
low one ocervration or another. but with 
reference’ solely to whether thev act as 
honest and upright citizens should act. 


Publicity for Lobbyists. 


‘Tet the local attorneys of the Hie 
roads keep out of politics; and when thev 
have +o annear before the national or anv 
state lemwiclature let their names he rit 
on a special register, and let their buel- 
ness be aboveboard and anen. There are 
blackmallers in public life. and the citi- 
zen who i!s honest will war against the 
man who tries to blac*ma!l a railroad or 
a thie cornoration with the same astern 
determination to punish him as against 
the man who corruptly favors such cor- 
poration. But let the railroad men re- 
member that to purchase Immunitv tn 
wrongdoing or to defeat biackmafl bv 
bribery ts the worst and most shortsight- 
ed of politics. Let the plain pneonle tIn- 
aist on the one hand on governing them- 
selves and on the other hand on doing 
exact {fustice to the railways. Yet the 
hig railroad’ man scrupulously refrain 
from anv effort to Influence polftics of 
government savé as it is the duty of 
every good citizen in legitimate wave to 
try to influence politics and government; 
let the people as a whole, in their turn, 
remember that it is their duty to dis- 
ecriminate in the sharpest wav hetween 
the railway man who does well and the 
railway man who does ill: and. above all, 
to remember that the irreparable moral 
harm done to the body politic by cor- 
ruption {s just as great. wheth@ the 
corruption takes the for mof blackmafl- 
ing a bie corporation or of corruptly do~- 
ing its bidding. What we heave to de- 
mand in ourtelves and In our public ser- 
vants is honestv—honesty to all men; and 
if we condone dishonesty because we 
think it 1s exercised in the interests of 
the people, we may rest assured that the 
man thug showing it lack« only the op- 
portunity to exercise it against the in- 
teresta of the people. The man who on 
occasion will corruntly do what ts wrong 
in the Interests of a big corporation ifs 
the verv man eager to blackmal] that 
corporation as the opportunity arises. 
Honesty in Public Life. 


“The man who is on occasion a corrup- 
tionist, is apt, when the gust of papular 
feeling blows hard against the corpora- 
tions he has corruptly served, to be the 
loudest, most reckless, and most violent 
among those who denounce them. Hunt 
such a man out of public life. Hunt him 
out as remorselessiy if he is a biack- 
mailer as if hhe stands corruptly for spe- 
cial privilege. Demand honesty—abso- 
lute, unfiiching honesty—togetier with 
courage and common sense, in public ser- 
vant and in business man alike. Make 
it evident that you will not tolerate in 
public life @ man who discriminates for 
or against any other, save as justice and 
reason demand it; and that in your attl- 
tude toward business men, toward the 
men who are dealing with the great finan- 
cial interests of the country, while you 
intended to secure a sharp reckoning for 
the wrongdoérs, you also intend heartily 
to favor the men who in legitimate ways 
are doing good work in the business com- 
munity—the railway president, the traf- 
fic manager, or other official, filgh or low, 
who is doing all in his power to handle 
his share in a vast and complicated bus- 
iness to the profit alike of the stockholder 
and the general public. 

“Let the man of great wealth remem- 
ber that, while using and enjoying it, he 
must nevertheless feel that he is in @ 
sense a trustee, and that consistent mis- 
use, whether in acquiring or spending his 
wealth, is ominous of ‘evil to himself, to 
others who have wealth, and to the na- 
tion as a whoie. As for the rest of us, 
let us guard ourselves agains 
we ask that others guard themselves 
against arrogance, and remember Lin- 
coln’s words of kindly wisdom: ‘Let not 
him who is houseless pull down the house 
of another, but let him work diligently 
and build one for himself, thus by ex- 
ample assuring that fils own shall de 


safe from violenae when Ouilt.’”

THE PRESIDENTS PROGRAM MADE PLAIN. 


The railroads, uneasy at popular hostility and hampered by the diffidence 
of the investing public toward new securities—the people themselves, uncertain 
as between the complaints of the carriers, the program of the administration 
and their own obvious grievances—both have anxiously waited for a definite 
statement from the president, outlining his views as to the ultimate purposes 
of the federal government in dealing with the momentous question. 

In his speech at Indianapolis the president meets the situation in a manner 


that cannot fail to be reassuring. 


The address indicates that President Roosevelt realizes with remarkable 
clearness that the nation is facing a crisis‘on the transportation problem. He 
touches on its every phase with a comprehension and illumination and emphasis 
which, we are sure, will go far towsrd dissipating dangerous lack of public 


confidence, leaving national business to 


pursue its course of development with- 


out expensive friction or fear of a disastrous climax. 

Mr. Roosevelt shows that, in the very logic of events, there can be no halt 
iz: the program of federal supervision and control of the common carriers; that 
in the completion of that program lies ultimate conservatism, and that to mark 
time now or to retreat would invite conditions many times worse than those 
we are now facing. He demonstrates, beyond the scope of rejoinder, that such 


procedure means the salvation of the carriers as well as the public and that 


the adminstration expects to contend as 
as for those of the latter. 


vigorously for the rights of the former 


The president speaks a warning word and sounds a plain business truism, 
one often reiterated by The Constitution, when he declares that RAILROAD 
ORGANIZATION AND MANAGEMENT MUST BE DIVORCED FROM THE 
SPECULATIVE MAREETS, AND THAT MANAGERS MUST STUDY THE 
NEEDS OF THE PATRONS ALONG THEIR LINES RATHER THAN THE 
INTERESTS OR THE INTRICACIES OF WALL STREET. Railroads, he 
reminds the men controlling them, should be viewed as permanent investments, 


as great business enterprises, not as the pawns in a mammoth gambling game. 


Their failure to recognize this fundamental fact in the past is largely responsi- 


ble for the ills of the present, and it is only fs they reverse their policy that 


they can hope for a restoration of public confidence, either in the form of 


investments or a lessening of popular antagonism. 


Mr. Roosevelt stresses a point which appeals particularly to the people 


of Georgia, when he says that while there can be no objection to the acquire- 


ment of connecting lines, there can and will be, rigid prohibition to the aequire- 


ment of parallel cr competing lines. 


This principle is irrevocaly settled in the 


public mind, in Georgia as elsewhere, and the sooner the managers of trans- 


portation concede it, in deed rather than word, the nearer will they be to gain- 


ing the public sympathy now so largely lacking. 


What Mr. Roosevelt says regarding the exaggerated talk of overcapitali- 


zation, and his vouching for the firm foundation on which American railway 


securities rest, will exercise a definite influence in allaying uneasiness at home 


and abroad. 


The measures proposed by him for protecting future issues of 


stocks and bonds should insure to the railroads the capital which the congested 


facilities of the country so urgently demand. 


The president asserts that there have been sporadic instances of outrageous 


watering of stock and inflation of values. 


To make curative measures fretro- 


active would, he shows, work serious mischief on innocent investors, and in no 


wise improve existing conditions. 


In these views he will have the hearty concurrence of level-headed business 


men, aS in the remedies he advances, 


Shippers and consumers alike make 


protest against the past inflations of stock which have resulted in the payment 
of enormous dividends with funds that should have been expended on improv- 


ing roadbeds and providing additional 


equipment. It is knowledge of these 


practices that is behind the widespread demand for lowering of rates, the public 


reasoning that high tariffs and inadequate. service are the inevitable outcomes 


of watered stocks and the soaring-stock-1ividend-mania. 


The president proposes to guard against these evils in the future by extend- 


ing the same federal supervision now restirg upon issuance of shares in national 


banks, av] in the management of their affairs, to the stock and bond issues of 


railroads and their affairs. 


There is to be an analogous publicity also, so- that 


the investing public will be assured, by the stamp of the federa) government, 


of the validity of the securities purchased. There can be no possible objection 


to this plan. 


Under its workings the depositors in and shareholders of national 


banks are giveh maximum protection, the equation of human fallibility alwavs 
conceded. Unquestionably, had a policy of this description been in force ten 


years ago with its concurrent publicity (and the president never loses a chance 


to stress the vital necessity of publicity) the inequalities and the congestion 


of today would not now be so manifest. 


The president demonstrates the sheer logic and interest of his plan to the 


railroads and the public alike, when he declares that if the ‘atter ure given the 


same assurance regarding railroad securities now extended them on national 


bank issues, ‘‘we would presently see these people investing in railroads, thus 


opening a new reservoir from which to 


draw the capital now so much needed 


for the extension and betterment of the railroads.’’ 


As a corollary to this method, the president advances the devica of physical 


valuation of railway properties by the interstate commerce commission. 


In 


conjunction with the standardizing of accounts, and AMPLE PUBLICITY, 
physical valuation affords further protection to the investor, and shields the 


carrier from extortionate rate demands or unjust legislation. 


In the opinion of the president what 


is needed is not lower rates per se, but 


a guarantee against discrimination, and better, safer, more rapid transportation 


and more ample transportation facilities.

lation or popular clamor, he holds, may get the lower rate but defeat the perma- 


nent and actual end sought to be attained. He shows, with an inescapable logic, 


that while there must be restraint of the carriers in the interests of the people, 


there must also be such judicious liberality in lawmaking as, in connection with 


the proposed safeguards, will offer capital sufficient inducement to make the 


tremendous investments which are imperative to the immediate crisis. 


Carrying reassurance, optimism and equity in every sentence, (leprecating 


the activity of the demagogue, warning railroad operators against the folly of 


attempting to thwart proper legislation, urging calmness and common sense and 


a high conception of civic duty upon the public as well as upon the men behind 
the great systems of the country, the speech at Indianapolis must exert a 
salubrious effect upon conditions of national commerce.

In Need of Defense. 

President Walter C. Hubbard, of the 
New York Cotton Exchange, enters a 
general plea of not guilty for that in- 
stitution to the charges of overclassi- 
fication of cotton deliverable upon its 
speculative contracts. This, he says, 
he can support by affidavits from 
“many of the leading cotton mer- 
chants of the country.” Therein ends 
President Hubbard’s defense. Specif- 
ically he says nothing, not even giv- 
ing the name of one of those “leading 
cotton merchants” who have so gallant- 


ly but silently come to the support) 


of the exchange. Who ere they? 
President Hubbard does not tell us 
why, when a man who buys a cotton 
exchange contract in New York is so 
foolish as to demand delivery, he is 
liable to get anywhere from twenty- 
five to thirty different grades. He 
fails to clear up the admission of 
the exchange’s attorney, made in the 
hearing of the Price suit, that every- 
body knows that institution handles 


only “riffraff”’ cotton for the purpose 


+> 


of providing a basis for speculative 
contracts, and that the purchaser is 
not expected to keep it, but to pass it 
on to some one else. 

He speaks confidently and assuring- 
ly of the afidavits of merchants who 
sc silently and retiringly join him by 
éffidavit in defense of the exchange. 
But what of the farmers, the produc- 
ers, the vast mass of whom are the 
victims of that institution’s gaming 
reachinations? Can he produce an 
affidavit from one of these giving the 
New York Cotton Exchange a clean 
bill of health? Can he even assert 
toat he possesses one such affidavit? 

But before changing our attitude we 
want to see some of these defending 
effidavits, not from merchants, but 
frcm intelligent farmers, the pro 
ducers of cotton, who are familiar 
with the methods of the exchange 
and know something themselves of 
the proper classification of cotton. |

In response 
to persistent inquiry we have never 
yet been able to get an intelligible 
answer, hardly one of any sort, to the 
question as to why that’ exchange’s 
quotations on future contracts, even 
to the final day of delivery, are from 
one to two cents below the price at 
which cotton can be bought in the 
actual spot market. It is a condition 
that exists in relation to no other 
product and on no other exchange. 
It is a condition which can be c®nsid- 
ered in no other light than as prima 
facie evidence of a gaming contract— 
a protection to the seller in the ex: 
change whose financial suecess de- 
pends on low prices, against the vast 
majority of buyers who are on the 
cutside. 

Here also, the New York Cotton Ex- 
change is in need of defense—a de- 
fense, we predict, that will not be 
forthcoming. 

Can President Hubbard give us 
something on this point: beyond a 
general denial and a declaration of 
the existence of modestly silent affi-

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RIGHT AND WRONG WAY 


TO DEAL WITH CRIME 


By EX-GOVERNOR W. 


Editor Constitution: The people at 
the south are up against the problem 
of the ages. The problem of the races | 
demands careful study, serious consid- | 
eration and open and positive action 
by all thinking and conservative men. 
It will never be settled by silence or 
inaction. . To treat it with indifference 
will be at our greatest peril. 

It is greatly encouraging to know 
that the commanding influence of the 
best element of our people is slowly 
and quietly asserting itself, and that 
the spirit of lawlessness in Georgia is 
surely beginning to break. 

It is true that lynch law is growing 
more and more in disfavor in Georgia, 
but it is quite true that it will obtain 
in many sections of our state, to the 
Sreat distress of our people, unless 
strong, positive and continued efforts 
are made by the best people in every 
county to suppress it. 

Surely, all our people, if spoken to, 
can be brought to know that crime is 
hot best punished by those who them- 
selves are mage criminals through the 
vengeance they madly wreak upon 
other criminals for the alleged preven- 
tion of crimes. 

Quoting Judge Bleckley: “The larger 
the mob and the more secure of im- 
munity, the more criminals are lodged 
in the bosom of society, and each man 
is no less guilty than if the crime of 
the whole mob had been committed by 
himself alone. Murder is none the less 
wicked because perpetrated by a 
crowd. Nothing would be needed to 
convert a state into a colony of crimi- 
nals but that its mobs should be large 
enough and numerous enough. Who- 
ever is unwilling for the whole state 
to become a mob ought to be unwill- 
ing to encourage or share in mob vio- 
lence.” 

The record in this state for the past 
few months needs to be carefully 
Studied as a powerful force for the 
awakening of all the people to the 
future of our civilization through the 
enforcement of law. I shall call atten- 
tion to four instances, that the people 
may see and adopt the better course 
to pursue. 

On March 5 last Robert Henderson, a 
negro, brutally murdered G. W. May, 
a respected white farmer, whose home 
was near Ashburn, in Turner county. 
The negro charged with the crime was 
as promptly arrested and securely con- 
fined and held by the officers of the 
law. Judge Spence, the presiding cir- 
cuit judge, called a special session of 
the court, and the prisoner was given 
a full, fair and open trial. He was 
convicted, sentenced and executed. 

Everybody knows the crime was as 
fully avenged and the law as com- 
pletely vindicated and the criminal as 
fully dead as if a mob of one thou- 
sand men had filled his person with 
bullets, broken his neck by lynching 
and burned his body to ashes. If this 
orderly proceeding was followed effec- 
tively in Turner, why is it not possible 
and desirable in every county of the 
state? Why should the people in any 
community proceed to form themselves 
into murderous bands, to do bloody 
and murderous work, when the state 
is fully sufficient to administer the 
proper .penalty for the violation of its 
law? 

Attention {s next called to the news 
publications from the city of Darien, 
giving altogether a different view and 
a different policy of dealing with tnfs 
class of negro criminals. 

It was stated that “when the morn- 
ing train arrived there was a mob 
abroard of about one hundred men, 
who came to Darien from Glennville 
with the avowed intention of Tynching 
the negro, Lee Holmes, who killed E. 
A. Sands at Darien Junction. The 
authorities, however, caught on to the 
intended visit and moved the prisoner 
last night, taking him‘into Brunswick 
for safe keeping.” After looking 
through the jail the mob boarded the 
train and returned to their homes.” 

This matter is further pursued in a 
dispatch from Brunswick, stating that 
‘a report from Darien says there were 
about eightv-seven in the crowd which 
visited that place early today, and the 
mob held the train in their control. 
When they found that the negro had 
been spirited away they fired several 
shots at the jail and reboarded the 
train. This led to the telegram that 
the mob intended to visit this city. 
Mayor Symons, Chief Burney of the 
police, Judge Gale and Sheriff Berrie,

How long will the great state of 
Georgia submit to the disgrace of run- 
ning with its prisoner before a defiant 
and threatening. mob? Every county 
jail was erected to hold all its county 
prisoners. Every time an officer of the 
law runs with a prisoner it is an open 
confession that the great state of 
Georgia is absolutely powerless against 
(a mob. 

Whenever it comes to pass that the 
sheriff's posse or the military force 
bravely defends the jail against the 
defiance of a mob, at the sacrifice of 
life if need be, mobs will cease in 
Georgia for all] time. 

It is easy to determine which of these 
two cases was better handled, and 
which policy 
forced in the state. 

The other two cases concern another 
class of criminals—the most abhorrent 
and shocking known to our social con- 
ditions. The first one is described in 
the following dispatch from Reldsville: 

“Reidsville, Ga., May 20, -1907.—Two 
regroes lynched and three other persons 
dead and six others injured is the net 
result of a criminal assault made last 
night on Mrs. Laura Moore, widow, 
about six miles from here, by a negro.”’ 

Mack Strickland, the negro alleged 
to have assaulted a respectable widow, 
was supposed to be harbored in the 
home of one Padgett, another negro. 
The party in search of Strickland was 
fired upon from the inside of Padgett’s 
home and bloody work was done. The 
dispatch continues: 

“Padgett’'s wife and son, who were se- 
verely wounded, were taken and started 
for Reidsville jail. On the way, the of- 
cers were overtaken by about seventy 
men and the prisoners were demanded. 
There was no other alternative and the 
prisoners were taken by the mob. ° The 
woman was told to run and as she did 
so, she was riddled with bullets. Her 
son was wounded so that he could not 
run and he was shot to pieces in the 
public road. The negro who outraged 
Mrs. Moore has not been caught, but the 
mews has reached here that he is sur- 
rounded in a megro house and that in 
all probability he has been killed.” 

The statements in this dispatch need 
to be carefully studied by the people 
of the state. What will be done with 
the members of a mob that “riddled 
with bullets” an innocent woman, 
wounded and running for her life, and 
then turned and “shot to pleces” an 
innocent boy who was helpless fn their 
power? Shall such crimes be allowed 
to go uwnpunished under the claim that 
such bloody murder is necessary to 
prevent criminal assaults in the rural 
districts of the state? 

Now, let: us see how a like crime was 
dealt with in a far different way. 

In the city of McDonough and the 
county of Henry, Buck High was re- 
cently charged with criminal assault 
upon a little girl four years of age. 
The people of this community, like the 
people at Reidsville, were bitterly en- 
raged. The conservative element got 
in control. They fully realized 
the law could administer the complet- 
est possible punishment, and there 
was no need for a mob to interfere. 

In patience, and in most commend- 
able regard for the authority and 
majesty of the law, with fullest confi- 
dence in its enforcement and its effec- 
tiveness, they awaited the prosecution 
and the execution of the criminal. 
They honored the state and did great 
credit to the character of their com- 
munity by patiently waiting until the 
court administered its authority in the 
fullest punishment of the brutal out- 
law. 

Judge Reagan, the presiding judge, 
called a special term of the court and 
gave the alleged criminal a fair and 
open trial. The negro was convicted, 
sentenced, confined in jail and execut- 
ed—all under due process of law. In 
Henry county, as in Turner, the law 
has been completely vindicated. The 
criminal is as certainly and as fully 
dead as any mob could possibly effect 
and no man’s hands are red with his 
blood. 

Shall we maintain the dignity and 
honor of the state in every county, as 
Turner and Henry have done, through 
the enforcement of law, or shall we 
be absolutely indifferent to the mur- 
derous spirit that seems to be taking 
hold of the people? To this question 
what answer will the people make?

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Federal Aid to Education. 

Editor Constitution: In common with 
most of your readers, I believe, I am 
greatly interested in your advocacy of 
federal aid for education. The people 
of the southérn states in their tax pay- 
ing to the general government deplete 
themselves 4ar in excess of the northern 
commonwealths, for the reason that the 
north, being largely republican, holds 
most of the profitable offices and gets 
the greater proportion of the appropria- 
tions for rivers and harbors and other 
local improvements as well as federal 
salaries. Why should the south not then, 
in justice, be treated in the matter of 
education as fairly as the north and 
west? Federal aid to education is no 
new thing. Every northwestern state 
has received it bountifully. Your hum- 
ble subscriber, born an alien, the son 
of a father not even naturalized at 


the time, received not only all the ad-| 


vantageS that nine months’ school a 
year coukd give him in the common 
schools, but also a college course of six 
years at the State university of Minne- 
sota at a total cost of $30—$5 a year 
matriculation fee at the university, and, 
all through the bounty of Uncle Sam, a 
privilege extended to every child of the 
etate of Minnesota then and now. And 
it was accomplished in this way: When 
the states of the northwest were carved 
out of the Louisiana purchase a cer- 
tain portion of all the land in the state 
—in my state one-eighteenth—was set 
aside for school purposes. The federal 
government disposed of the rest for 
money under the homestead, preemption 
orether acts, but this elghteenth was 
given absolutely to the children of the 
state for their education. The state was 
made trustee and Uncle Sam kept his 
fingers off of it. Hence the children of 
the northwest and west have a heri- 
tage increasing in value as the years 
go by, for much of this land has never 
been sold—only leased—and today some 
of the most stately buildings in Chicago 
are built on leased gechool lands worth 
thousands of dollars per front foot. 
Having done this for one section, hav- 
ing absolutely given, without other con- 
dition than that it be used for school 
purposes, millions of dollars’ worth of 
real estate that the south was taxed to 
help purchase, can the federal govern- 
ment in justice turn a deaf ear to the 
needs of this section? 

We of the south have educated and 
are educating the children of the north; 


we have made no conditions; we have 
hampered them by no Hmitatfons; the 
benefits extend to every one between 
the ages of 6 and 21; we have not 
sought to control their schools, their 
methods or the disposition of the enor- 
mous funds arising from our generosity, 
as well as theirs. Should wh not now, 
when we need it, be accorded an equally 
generous treatment at the hands of our 
northern brethren, that our children 
may have equal advantages and equal 
opportunities with the millfons of for- 
eign-born children to whom we have 
helped bring the advantages of not only 
the common schools, but éven the 
higher, the university education?

ALFRED SEDDON WRITES 


LFRED FE. SEDDON, secretary of 
the Central Juvenile Protectory 
Association, has written the fol- 

letter to The Constitution im 
regard to the Juvenile State: 

“Editor Constitution: A few days ago 
you published an article referring to the 
needs arising out of the work of Pro- 
bation Officer Glower among the juve- 
nile offenders of this city. In that ar- 
ticle, as you very justly remarked, the 
greatest need was for a home where 
juvenile offenders might be trained un- 
der adequate authority. 

“The call for such institutions 
inevitable and legitimate outcome of 
juvenile courts. <As is well known by 
the public of Atlanta and the State at 
large, we have, for more than twelve 
months past, been working in this di- 
rection, and our efforts are now 
suming tangible shape. Senator 'L. G. 
Hardman, of Commerce, Ga., has offered 
to our association a tract of 426 acres of 
valuable land, situated about seven miles 
from tke city of Athens. The deeds 
o7 that land are now in the hands of 
Judge W. R. Hammond, who is engaged 
in drawing up a deed of gift. .’e have 
about $2,700 in our treasury, and wilta- 
in a few weeks our association will be 
duly chartered un@er the laws of the 
state of Georgia. 

“We therefore expect to go before our 
constituency, which embraces nine south- 
ern states, with an appeal for funds 
which will flow in all the more readily 
when we are able to present 
plans with the prospect of their being 
immediately carried out. 

‘The precise character of the institu- 
tion we have in view, and which we 
propose to call the Juvenile State,

This idea has proved a very popular one, 
and we are principally indebted for it 
to Dr. lL. G. Hardman, who recently 
visited the George Junior Republic, and 
on his return, recommended the idea to 
our committee, 

“The needs of such an 
appear great when viewed from the 
probation officer's point of view; they 
are tenfold greater from our point of 
view, for while we shall, of course, have 
to deal with boys who come to us 
through the police court, a yet greater 
number will be sent to us by anxfous 
parents and guardians who make every 
passible effort to keep their children 
out of the hands of the police and pre- 
vent their names from getting into the 
newspapers. 

“Whilst we recognize the useful func- 
tion filled by the state reformatory at 
Milledgeville, we also know that that 
institution can only. opéyn its doors to 
boys who have been convicted of crime 
in the due process of law. The existence 
of that institution in no way conflicts 
The state reformatory 
by no means makes our work useless, 
but we do believe that when the success 
f our methods has been proved, that 
in all probability they will either ren- 
der the stgte reformatory vseless, or 
possibly lead our legislators to reorgan- 
ize the state reformatory to the extent

MILLER WILL SPEAK TODAY 


Hon. Champ Clark, of Missouri, Made 
Powerful .Address to the Geor- 
gia Lawyers Assembled at 
Savannah at State 
Bar “eeting. 


Savannah, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)— 
The annual convention of the Georgia 
Bar Association was called to order at 
Hotel Tybee, on Tybee island, this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, with a large attend- 
ance of members present. Many of the 
leading lawyers of Georgia were in the 
assemblage. 

The convention Was called to order oy 
Judge A. L. Miller, of Macon, president, 
and Orville A. Park, of the same place, 
Sat ag secretary. Reports of several 
committees were received, and then eame 
the principaP feature of the morning 
session, the address of Honorable Champ 
Clark, congressman from Missouri. ‘‘The 
Country Lawyer as a Factor in Public 
Affairs’ was the subject of Mr. Clark’s 
address, and he treated it with a classic 
touch. His address abounded, too, in 
humorous anecdotes. Portions of his 
speech: were as follows: 

“As to the much debated question 
whether a lawyer should accept employ- 
ment in a case in which he believes or 
knows his would-be client in the wrong, 
I shall say only this: Every lawyer 
must setile that with his own conscience, 
his own self-respect and his own stand- 
ard of prdéTessional ethics; but I have 
a deep-seated conviction, which nothing 
can ever change, even in the estimation 
of a hair, that no influence whatsoever, 
except a sense of duty. patriotism and 
humanitarianism, should ever control a 
lawyer's political opinion or conduct, for 
these affect not only indiViduals tem- 
porarily, but all who now live or may 
hereafter live within the broad confines 
of the republic and until the earth shall 
perish with fervent heat. 

“I rejoice with exceeding great joy 
that no country lawyer made the sinister 
suggestion—the most sinisted ever made 
by any prominent American—that if leg- 
islation does not @urnish the federal gov- 
ernment all the powers wanted, ‘sooner 
or later constructions of the constitution 
will be found to yest the power where it 
will be exercised.’ 

“Mr. Elihu Root, secretary of war un~- 
der -ne president and secretary of state 
under another, attaineg the ‘bad emi- 
rence’ of suggesting that ta@e courts 2 
tampered with in order to. strain or 
Stretch the powers of the federal gov- 
ernment in order to suit the ideas of 
himself and other ultra-Hamiltonians, Mr. 
Root is the head of the New York bar. 
His suggestion means that justice ig lo 
be corrupted at the fountain—a sugges- 
aion that should be repugnant to every 
levey of the republic, without regard to 
political affiliations. 

“His idea, if put into practice, would 
convert the courts into engines of op- 
pression more hateful than autocratic 
power exercised openly by a Caesar or 
a Napoleon, Much of the execration in 
which the memory of Aaron Burr is 
held is due to the immortality ex- 
pressed in his well-known. dictum: 
“Whatever is boldly asserted and plaus- 
ibly maintained is law.’ Good men 
did not believe that, and they did not 
take kindly to the brilliant man, part 
of whose creed it was. Good man will 
not ondorse Secretary Root’s immoral]. 
and unpatriotic proposition to acquire 
unconstitutional and illegal powers for 
the federal government through un- 
warranted and dishonest constructions 
by the courts. It is a pleasure te note 
that before he made that astounding 
Suggestion his name was frequently 
coupled with the presidential nomina- 
tion, but since he made it he is ut- 
terly and most properly ignored in 
that hignly. honorable connection. 

“I summon all lawyers—especially 
all country lawyers—everywhere to 
gird up their loins for a fight against 
Rootism all along the line. Lawyers 
made the constitution. It is both their 
privilege and their duty to defend it 
whether attacked from ambush or in 
the open. 

“My own conclusion is that the prom- 
inence of lawyers—espectally country 
lawyers—in public affairs draws out 
a few facts easily understood. First, 
boys who choose the law as their pro- 
fession are above the average in in- 
tellectual endowment; second, the law, 
being a jealous mistress, compels those 
who wou.d receive her honors to pre- 
pare themselves by assiduous study; 
third, the rractice of law trains men 
in the difficult art of public speaking, 
particularly in debating—a thing in- 
valuable in politics; it keeps a man 
constantly in the public eye, forcing 
him into a wide acquaintance, even if 
he were disinclined toward it. which 
he usually is not, and a large acquajnt- 
ance is one of the most valuable assets 
which & public man can possess.”

Michael Mahoney, Whose Death Oc- 
curred Yesterday Afternoon, Had 
Been a Resident of the Gate 
City for Over Forty.

One of the old landworks passed away 
yesterday in the death of Michal] Ma- 
honey, who had passed the 82q mitle- 
post. For fortyenine years he had 
been a resident of Atlanta. This At- 
lanta patriarch resided at 16] Richard- 
son street, and there he peacfully met 
death at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

He was-#. prominent citizen, having 
at one time been commissioner of pub- 
lic works and an alderman, besides hald- 
ing other positions of trust. 

Exx-Alderman Mahoney is survived by 
eight children—four sons -and ~ four 
daughters. Two of his sons, M.S. and 
Edward Mahoney, live in Dublin, Ga., 
John Mahoney in Gainesville, Texas, 
and J. P. Mahoney in Atlanta. He 
leaves one sister, Mrs. B. Kane. 

The four daughters are: Mrs. L, C. 
Green, Mrs. John J. Lynch and Mrs. 
Daniel A. O'Connor, al] of Atlanta, and 
Sister M. Vincent, a Catholic nun of 
Denver, Colorado. The latter was here 
to visit her father about three weeks 
ago, returning after a few days to Den- 
ver. She and the three absent sons 
have been wired of their father’s death. 

History of His Life. 

The funeral will probably occur Sun- 
day. Mr. Mahoney was born in White- 
gate, County Cork, Ireland, opposite 
Queenstown, June 24, 1824, and came 
to America at the age of 22, in 1846. 

He landed in St. Johns, New Bruns- 
wick, remained there a few days, and 
left for Boston, Mass., in and around 
which he lived for six or seven years, 
and then removed to Woonsocket, R. I., 
where he married. 

Then he removed to  Albermarle 
county, Virginia, where he superintend- 
ed the construction of the Blue Ridge 
tunnel, on the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad. It was a fine piece of engin- 
eering, was one mile long, and cost the 
State of Virginia over $1,000,000. He 
was there for nearly seven years. until 
the work was completed, and then went 
to Clayton county, Ga., and engaged in 
the contract to build the Warman tun- 
nel, on the Blue Ridge gap railroad. 

In 1858 he came to Atlanta, where 
he engaged in mercantile pursuits for 
twenty-five years, during which time he 
served the city as a councilman for three 
terms, being a member of the street 
committee and chairman for three terms. 
He was police commissioner in the in- 
tervals, between those three terms, for 
six years, and did noble service in that 
capacity. At the termination of the last 
term, On the very same evening when 
the council adjourned siné die, he en- 
tered upon the responsible duties of 
commissioner of public works, which 
position he occupied for a term of five 
years. 

He served in the city 
1869 to I87!, was 
sioner and organized the present police 
System. He was also the first commis- 
sioner of publie works. At his death, 
he was president of the Hibernian Sav- 
ings and Loan Association, which posi- 
tion he has held since its organiza- 
tion, thirty years ago. 

Of his public service Clarence Moore 
wrote several years ago: 

“Were he to do nothing more, the 
broad paved streets and i beautiful 
thoroughfares of Atlanta, the splendid 
sewerage system, and other public in- 
stitutions, the construction of which he 
has supervised, would be an everlasting 
monument to his devotion to his duty 
as a public-spirited citizen and capable 
official, and to his skill ang good judg- 
ment aS a man.’’

TQ SUE FOR THEIR RIGHTS 


; ADRID, SPAIN, May 30.—The su- 

M pureme court has declared iteelf 

competent to try the suit of the 

heirs of Elena Sanz, the singer, against 
the heirs of King Alfonso XII. 

Elena Sanz was a beautiful Bohemian 


opera singer, wtih whom Alfonso XII, 
father of the present king of Spain, m4 
came enamored. She bore the king two 
sons, the eldest of which she named, 
Alfonso. The singer was banished from 
Spain after the death of Alfonso XII 
and died poor and friendless in Paris in 
1899, though the king is said to have 

provided fully for her in his will, leav- 
ing her an ample annuity, which was to 
revert after her death to her children, 
who were minors, to be paid to them 
until they dame of age. The terms of the 
will, however, appear not to have been 
carried out, and the eldest son of Mme. 


Sanz secured the service of Senor Mon- 


guez, a well-known republican lawyer 
and member of the chamber of deputies, 
and is said to be determined to have his 
claim legally established at any cost. 

The case was taken before the civil 
courts, the competency of which was 
questioned, and eventually was refeg-ed 
to the supreme court. The question of 
the competency of the latter tribunal 
was then brought forward, with the re- 
sult that it has, as announced in the 
foregoing dispatch, declared itself com- 
petent to try the case. 

The crown lawyers are said to have 
done everything possible to arrange a 
settlement out of court and at one time 
an arrangement appeared to have been 
reached, but it now appears that all 
the details of the scandal may be made 
public, which is said to involve the reve- 
lation of a number of remarkable de- 
tails affecting the later years of the 
life of Alfonso XII.

Our Gift Department offers the largest 


NDIANAPOLIS, May 30.—The monu- 
ment to Major General Henry W. 
Lawton, which was unveiled today 

immediately preceding the address of 
President Roosevelt, is the result of the 
work of the Lawton monument. commis- 
sion formed in [906 shortly after the 
death of General Lawton in the Philip- 
pines. 

The Commercial Club and the board 
of trade cooperated in the formation of 
a committee which raised by popular 
subscription $6 ;000. Daniel Chester 
French, of New York, was selected to 
have charge of the creation of the 
statue. The work was done partly by 
an American student, Andrew O’Connor, 
who acted as Mr. French's assistant. 
The monument stands on the grounds of 
the Marion county court house at Wash- 
ington and D@aware_ streets facing 
southwest. The bronze figure is 9 feet

high standing on a stone pedestal 6 
feet in height. The standing figure is 
the typical general in command. Erect, 
clothe@ in khaki uniform and standing 
beside a cactus bush, the kind of work 
General Lawton was called to perform 
is symbolized.. Modeled in New York, 
the statue was taken to Paris and cast 
in bronze by the cire-perdue (lost wax) 
method, which has given the bronze a 
beautiful tone and surface. The figure 
was exhibited in the salon in 1906 and 
received the jury’s award of a second 
medal, granted only once before to an 
American sculptor. Among those who 
have seen the statue at the Heron in- 
stitute are Lorado Tafel, Charles Nie- 
haus, Rudolph Schwarz, Professor Kueh- 
man, Director Trask, of the Academy 
of Fine Arts, Philadelphia, and Profes- 
sor Ives, director of the St. Louis mu- 
seum of fine arts.

Jamestown exposition today with Wil- 
iiam Jennings Bryan as the central 


' figure, The exercises were opened with 


the singing of the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’’ by a chorus of 350 school children, 
this being followed by an address by 


President (Harry St. George Tucker, of 
the exposition conipany, on the career 
| Of Patrick Henry. 


Following the reading by President 


| Tucker of the original stamp act resolu. 


tions, Dr. Philip Aylett Fitzhugh, of New 
York, great-grandson of Patrick Henry, 
was introduced and was given a hearty 
greeting by the audience, which arose 


_and cheered the venerable descendant of 


Henry. The singing of ‘‘Yankee Doodle” 
by the children wags followed by the 
Miging of “Dixie,’”’ which brought forth 
great applause. Congressman Frank T. 
Lassiter, of the fourth Virginia district, 
in introducing Mr. Bryan referred to 
United States Senator John W. Daniel, 
which was the signal for wild cheers 
for the Virginia statesman, 

Mr. Bryan dwelt on American ryle in 
the Philippine islands, declaring that 
we are making laws for the government 
of the Filipinos under which we wouid 
not live ourselves, and compared the 
American rule of the Pilippines fo the 
British rule of the American colonies 
prior to the revolutionary war. He said 
that while he had frequently said in 
the north that the black man was taxed 
in the south without representafion, he 
had likewise saiq that the white men of 
the south themselves living under 
the same/ laws which they made to 
affect the\negro. He said of the two 
Systems of taxation, direct and indirect, 
the direct plan was by far the safest. 
He favored strongly an income tax. 
The speaker discussed federal owner- 
Ship of railroads. but said that after 
all he wondered if more was not to be 
gained for the people by discussing and 
tighting the corporations. 

Continuing Mr, Bryan said: 

Effect of Rate Law. 

“What is the effect of our new rate 
law, which is so hard to get? There 
are two effects so far. One Is it stp- 
ped rebates: that is good; but what 
was the pecuniary effect? Why, the 
railroads keep the money they paid 
to the favored shippers; that is, the 
railroads got more money out of them. 
It stopped 
passes What did that do? It gave 
the railroads the money that the fel- 
lows used to save that rode on passes. 
So far we have increased the revenues 
of the railroads and that is all that law 
has done thus far; and when the va- 
rious states said, ‘Well, now that we 
have given you this advantage by stop- 
ping rebates and passes, we will re- 
duce passenger rates and make you 
divide with the people,’ and in some 
of the states they have reduced the 
passenger rates, the railroads in some 
cases are so ungrateful for what has 
been given them that they go into the 
courts to try to keep the people from 
having the benefit of the 2-cent rate 
law. 

“All over this land we have seen this 
struggle between the people and the cor- 
porations, ana we see it in fhis country 
today on the railroad question. In 1896 
the democratic platform declared for rail- 
road regulation. It did so in 1900; it did 
so in 1904, but, my frignds, after ten 
years of effort on our part we had to 
wait until a republican president had to 
take the lead on the subje€f and then 
he had the fight of his life to get his 
bill through the senate or the house. At 
Mast, in torder tto make a republican 
measure, the president was forced to 
compromise with the representatives of 
the railroads in the United States senate. 
I think, my friends, if I am allowed to 
talk on taxation I ought not to forget the 
taxation this country ig bearing today, 
because we do not regulate the corpora- 
tions as we ought. When I find a man 
who is constantly talking against gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads [I believe 
he is doing it from his own interests. 
Well, we have not reached that question, 
but We have reached the question of our 
railway management, and I have some- 
times felt tempted to suggest that the 
man who spends his time talking about 
the government ownership of railroads 
could better spend his time in protecting 
the masses from the greed of corporations 
of today.” 

Proud of His Virginia Blood. 

Mr. Bryan expressed his appreciation 
of the kind things that had been said 
about him in his introduction and said 
he was proud to be the son of a Vir- 
ginian.
